The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  gist  of  the  more  important 
matters  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showint  at  a  glance 
what  has  happened  during  the  week.  See  also  "  Contents"  in 
the  first  column. 


The  Joint  Committee  on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  met 
on  Tuesday  and  appointed  Lord  Haversham  Chairman. 

There  was  a  sharp  division  of  opinion  on  the  Committee  in 
regard  to  the  extent  of  the  inquiry,  some  members  considering 
that  it  should  be  of  short  duration,  if  confined  to  the  actual 
proposals  in  the  Bill,  but  other  members  submitted  that 
serious  issues  are  raised  by  the  Bill  which  must  be  thoroughly 
gone  into. 

It  was  Ultimately  Decided  to  meet  publicly  next  Tuesday, 
when  Professor  Somerville,  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  Board 
of  Agriculture,  will  give  evidence  in  support  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee's  recommendations  re  sheep-dip,  an  Irish 
witness  on  the  same  subject  will  be  heard,  and  later  Mr. 
Alexander  Cross  (p.  480). 

Meanwhile  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  has  been 
blocked  bv  Mr.  Cross,  and  has  been  carried  over  for  another 
week  (p.  481). 

In  the  Matter  of  Titles  chemists  are  beginning  to  realise 
that  the  proposals  of  the  Bill  will  hit  more  than  companies, 
in  so  far  as  it  abolishes  goodwill  in  established  trading  names 
and  in  widows'  businesses  by  taking  away  the  title. 

The  Exeter  Association  has  moved  in  the  matter  (p.  494), 
and  we  discuss  it  fully  in  an  article  on  p.  485. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill  was  officially  published  this  week.  The 
alterations  by  the  revisers  are  small,  and  the  schedule  of 
poisons  has  not  been  touched,  with  the  result  that  its  blunders 
have  not  been  removed  (p.  484).  Acetanilide  is  objected  to 
(p.  503). 


Two  Prescription  Problems  are  reported  upon  and  another 
submitted  on  p.  482. 

Vinegar  Vendors  in  Middlesex  will  have  to  look  out.  The 
County  Council  has  decided  what  vinegar  is  (see  p.  470). 

Dr.  Dobbin's  Report  on  the  last  exercise  for  students  is 
interesting  historically  as  well  as  actually.  It  begins  on 
p.  468. 

Among  the  Companies  Registered  during  the  past  week  are 
A.  0.  Tucker  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
(P.  477). 

Dr.  D.  Harvey  Attfield,  Mr.  T.  Job  (Southsea),  and  Mr. 
J.  Grove  Johnson,  F.C.S.,  are  among  the  names  in  our 
obituary  columns  this  week  (p.  478). 

Deaths  under  Anaesthetics  have  been  so  numerous  lately 
that  the  subject  is  to  be  brought  before  Parliament  (p.  481). 
Dr.  Waldo  is  also  moving  in  the  matter  (p.  487). 

A  Chemist's  Assistant  in  Aberdeenshire  has  been  fined  on 
two  summonses  for  dispensing  poisons  while  he  was  tem- 
porarily managing  a  deceased  chemist's  business  (p.  476). 

Dr.  Teed,  the  City  of  London  analyst,  again  attacks  the 
manner  in  which  prescriptions  are  dispensed  in  the  City. 
The  matter  has  assumed  a  personal  tone  which  is  regrettable 
(p.  470). 

Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale  communicates  observations  on  a 
series  of  galenicals  called  glycetracta,  prepared  by  exhausting 
drugs  with  25-per-cent.  glycerin.  They  promise  to  be  useful 
and  cheap  preparations  (p.  489). 

Me.  Balmanno  Squire  points  out  that  pulv.  glycyrrhizeB  co. 
cannot  be  given  to  many  patients  on  account  of  its  constituent 
sugars.  He  would  replace  sugar  and  liquorice  with  powdered 
almonds  and  gum,  and  wants  a  name  for  the  new  powder 
(p.  502). 

A  Hammersmith  Chemist  has  been  cautioned  by  a  Coroner's 
jury  for  supplying  a  diarrhoea-mixture,  the  medical  evidence 
being  to  the  effect  that  the  opium  in  it  induced  death.  Mr. 
Glyn- Jones  (for  the  chemist)  was  able  to  bring  out  numerous 
facts  to  the  contrary  (p.  488). 

Changes  in  chemicals  and  drugs  are  few  this  week,  but 
mostly  in  buyers'  favour  :  they  include  a  reduction  in  potas- 
sium iodide  and  more  or  less  easier  prices  for  citric  acid, 
cream  of  tartar,  cascara,  refined  camphor,  lemon  and  berga- 
mot  oils,  castor  oil,  and  shellac.  Turpentine  is  dearer.  A 
small  auction  of  first-hand  drugs  is  reported  on  p.  498.

Reports. 

T  HE  second  set  of  special  exercises  in  practical  chemistry, 
-*-  like  the  first  set  printed  three  months  ago,  has  elicited 
a  fair  response  from  students,  eleven  reports  having  been 
sent  in  for  examination.  As  on  the  previous  occasion, 
we  find  that  the  experiments  of  Exercise  3  were  carried 
out  in  nearly  every  instance  (although  not  invariably) 
exactly  as  prescribed  ;  that  the  phenomena  observable  were, 
as  a  rule,  stated  accurately  and  in  conformity  with  what 
was  asked  for ;  but  that  the  bearings  of  the  observed 
phenomena  on  qualitative  analysis  were  imperfectly  grasped 
by  some  students. 

The  lesson  of  Exercise  3  is  one  that  has  been  discussed 
at  frequent  intervals  in  this  column,  and  the  subject  was 
dealt  with  in  considerable  detail  in  a  special  article  in 
the  C.  &  D.  for  September  7,  1907  (p.  392).  The  exercise 
was  designed  to  show  the  desirability  of  using  sodium 
hydrogen  tartrate  instead  of  tartaric  acid  as  a  reagent 
for  the  detection  of  potassium  when  present  in  moderately 
dilute  neutral  solutions.  The  meagre  precipitate  produced 
by  the  latter  reagent  when  added  to  the  somewhat  dilute 
solution  of  potassium  nitrate  prescribed  in  the  exercise, 
presented  a  striking  contrast  to  the  abundant  precipitate 
produced  by  the  former. 

None  of  our  correspondents  referred  in  any  way  to  the 
fact  that  the  concentration  of  the  tartaric  acid  radical  in 
solutions  B  and  C  was  identical,  the  formula  weights  of 
tartaric  acid,  EPC^H^O,;,  and  of  sodium  hydrogen  tartrate, 
NaHC.H.O^H.O,  being  150  and  190  respectively,  or  in 
the  proportions  of  5  to  6.33.  Some  may  have  noticed  the 
fact  although  they  did  not  comment  upon  it,  or  they  may 
have  regarded  it  as  quite  immaterial.  It  was  of  some  con- 
sequence, nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  comparison  that  they 
were  asked  to  make  of  tubes  1  and  2. 

Exercise  4  involved  the  repetition  of  an  experiment  first 
made  at  Koping,  prior  to  1782,  by  Charles  William  Scheele, 
Sweden's  illustrious  apothecary-chemist,  and  one  of  the 
most  notable  discoverers  of  important  new  facts  in  chemis- 
try who  have  ever  lived.  The  experiment  was  made  in  the 
course  of  an  investigation  designed  to  elucidate  the  nature 
of  the  colouring  principle  of  Prussian  blue.  The  investi- 
gation led  to  the  discovery  by  Scheele  of  hydrocyanic  acid, 
while  the  particular  experiment  before  us  led  to  the  dis- 
covery of  mercuric  cyanide.  We  chose  this  experiment  as 
a  practical  exercise  because  the  result  of  it — the  formation 
of  a  solution  containing  almost  nothing  except  mercuric 
cyanide — could  not  be  foreseen  very  readily,  and  also 
because  the  experiment  is  seldom  referred  to  in  chemical 
text-books,  so  that  little  information  could  be  obtained 
with  respect  to  it. 

The  analysis  of  the  filtrate  specified  in  the  exercise  was 
not  altogether  a  simple  matter,  partly  because  of  certain 
peculiarities  of  mercuric  cyanide  and  partly  because  of  the 
presence,  in  small  quantity,  of  some  probably  unsuspected 
constituents.  From  the  mode  of  its  preparation,  Prussian 
blue  practically  always  contains  some  potassium,  and  this 
metallic  radical  was  found  by  nearly  every  student  who 
tested  for  it ;  but  several,  apparently  unaware  of  the  possi- 


bility of  its  being  present,  omitted  to  test  specially  for  it 
and  so  failed  to  detect  it.  Commercial  samples  of  Prussian 
blue  also  frequently  contain  aluminium  in  small  quantity, 
while  traces  of  chlorides,  sulphates,  or  nitrates  are  very 
likely  impurities  owing  to  incomplete  washing  out  of 
the  acid  radicals  of  the  iron  salts  used  in  making  the 
pigment,  and  some  of  these  might  be  found  in  the  filtrate. 
A  small  quantity  of  dissolved  ferrocyanide  was  also  a  very 
likely  impurity,  and  was  detected  as  such  by  several 
students.  Others  reported  the  presence  of  a  ferric  salt, 
but  we  are  disposed  to  regard  iron  found  in  this  condition 
as  a  product  of  the  decomposition  of  ferrocyanide  and  not 
as  ferric  salt  originally  present.  In  the  case  of  the 
Prussian  blue  used  in  our  own  experiments,  we  found  that 
it  yielded  a  filtrate  containing  potassium  and  the  sulphuric 
acid  radical  as  rather  noteworthy  impurities,  with  a  mere 
trace  of  the  f  erroeyanic  acid  radical. 

The  peculiar  behaviour  of  mercuric  cyanide  gave  a  good 
deal  of  trouble  to  some  of  our  correspondents.  Unlike 
potassium  cyanide  and  the  majority  of  soluble  metallic 
cyanides,  mercuric  cyanide  does  not  give  a  precipitate  of 
silver  cyanide  on  the  addition  of  excess  of  silver  nitrate, 
and  when  boiled  with  sodium  carbonate  it  is  not  decom- 
posed with  the  elimination  of  the  mercury  in  the  form  of 
a  precipitate  and  the  formation  of  sodium  cyanide  in 
solution.  These  peculiarities  rendered  the  recognition  of 
the  cyanide  difficult  to  those  who  were  not  previously 
familiar  with  them,  and  were  in  part  responsible  for  the 
incorrect  conclusion  at  which  some  students  arrived,  that 
the  mercury  was  present  in  the  form  of  ferrocyanide. 

A  solution  of  mercuric  cyanide  does  not  behave  towards 
certain  of  the  commoner  reagents  in  quite  the  same  way 
that  solutions  of  the  other  mercuric  salts  do.  Thus  it  does 
not  yield  a  precipitate  of  mercuric  oxide  on  the  addition 
of  sodium  or  potassium  hydroxide  ;  and  it  does  not  yield 
the  familiar  red  precipitate  of  mercuric  iodide  on  the 
addition  of  potassium  iodide  unless  the  solution  has  been 
acidified  previously  with  hydrochloric  acid.  One  or  two 
students  noted  some  of  these  peculiarities  and  found  them 
distinctly  nuzzling.

To  Correspondents. 
Webneb  Sivertsen.— In  Exercise  4  the  filtrate  from  ammo- 
nium chloride  and  ammonia  should  have  been  tested  lor 
potassium  and  sodium:  see  the  general  remarks,  ine  De- 
haviour  of  the  part  of  the  original  filtrate  which  gave  reactions 
that  puzzled  you  was  due  to  the  presence  of  potassium  terro- 
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oyanide.  In  our  experiments  the  original  filtrate  was  per- 
fectly clear  and  colourless,  but  a  thick  and  close-textured 
filter-paper  was  employed  for  the  filtration. 

James  Beattie.—  It  is  not  apparent  why  you  used  ammo- 
nium sulphide  instead  of  hydrogen  sulphide  to  precipitate 
the  mercury  as  sulphide  from  the  acidified  original  filtrate, 
in  Exercise  4.  This  original  filtrate  was  likely  to  contain 
some  iron  in  the  form  of  ferrocyanide  rather  than  as  a  ferric 
or  ferrous  salt,  and  hence  it  was  more  likely  to  give  a  blue 
precipitate  with  ferric  chloride  than  with  potassium  ferro- 
cyanide. The  blue  coloration  you  obtained  on  adding  the 
latter  reagent  to  an  acidified  portion  of  the  filtrate  was  most 
likely  the  usual  blue  coloration  observed  on  adding  an  old 
solution  of  a  ferrocyanide  to  any  acid  liquid.  It  would  not 
have  been  at  all  "  unreasonable "  to  test  the  filtrate  for 
chloride  or  sulphate,  seeing  that  the  Prussian  blue  you  em- 
ployed was  almost  certain  to  have  been  prepared  from  ferric 
chloride  or  sulphate. 

H.  Booth. — Most  of  the  queries  in  your  report  are  answered 
in  the  general  remarks,  which  see.  A  solution  of  a  ferro- 
cyanide gives  with  silver  nitrate  a  white  precipitate  of  silver 
ferrocyanide,  insoluble  in  nitric  acid  and  in  ammonia.  A 
ferrocyanide  is  only  very  slowly  decomposed  by  dilute  acids 
in  the  cold,  but  hot  dilute  sulphuric  acid  acts  on  it  rapidly 
with  evolution  of  hydrocyanic  acid. 

Menai. — In  applying  the  bitartrate-test  for  potassium  the 
solution  must  not  be  either  neutral  or  alkaline  :  it  must  be 
distinctly  acid,  but  only  a  weak  acid  such  as  acetic  or  tartaric 
should  be  present,  not  a  strong  acid  such  as  nitric  or  hydro- 
chloric. Solution  of  sodium  bitartrate  is  acid,  and  it  may  be 
added  to  a  solution  which  is  alkaline  or  neutral  in  quantity 
afhcient  to  produce  a  distinctly  acid  mixture.  The  reactions 
.vhich  you  adduce  in  proof  of  the  presence  of  a  cyanide  do 
not  take  place  in  the  case  of  mercuric  cyanide. 

Otto. — You  content  yourself  with  stating  that  sodium 
hydrogen  tartrate  is  a  better  reagent  than  tartaric  acid  for 
testing  for  potassium  "  as  it  gives  a  quicker  result  and  heavier 
precipitate,"  and  do  not  attempt  to  give  any  chemical  ex- 
planation of  the  superiority  :  it  was  such  an  explanation  that 
was  particularly  called  for.  In  the  original  filtrate  in  Exer- 
cise 4  the  mercury  was  present  as  cyanide,  not  as  ferrocyanide. 

Gonc. — In  your  report  of  Exercise  3  you  do  not  attempt  any 
explanation  of  the  differences  between  tubes  1  and  2.  In 
Exercise  4  you  boiled  5  grams  of  Prussian  blue  and  5  grams 
of  mercuric  oxide  with  25  c.c.  of  water,  but  you  do  not  justify 
or  explain  your  departure  from  the  prescribed  quantities  to 
be  employed  in  carrying  out  the  experiment. 

R.  W.  W. — It  is  not  easy  to  see  how  the  results  you  ob- 
tained in  Exercise  3  indicate  the  necessity  for  adding  alcohol 
along  with  tartaric  acid  in  testing  for  potassium.  Surely 
they  indicate  much  more  the  desirability  of  using  sodium 
hydrogen  tartrate  instead  of  tartaric  acid  for  this  test !  Your 
examination  of  the  filtrate  in  Exercise  4  was  meagre,  many 
metallic  and  acid  radicals  having  been  left  altogether  un- 
sought for.    See  the  general  remarks. 

Student.— If  you  consider  what  is  observed  when  the  con- 
tents of  the  "  blue  paper  "  of  a  seidlitz-powder  is  stirred  in  a 
tumblerful  of  water,  you  will  surely  perceive  that  the  pre- 
cipitate obtained  in  testing  for  potassium  by  means  of  sodium 
hydrogen  tartrate  cannot  consist  of  Rochelle  salt. 

Boiling-point.— It  is  unfortunate  that  you  did  not  test  for 
potassium  in  the  residue  left  on  evaporating  the  filtrate  from 
mercuric  sulphide  in  Exercise  4.  Calcium  in  small  quantity 
oiten  finds  its  way  into  solutions  undergoing  analysis  through 
the  action  of  acid  liquids  on  ordinary  filter-papers— i.e.,  on 
niter-papers  which  have  not  been  extracted  with  hydrochloric 
acid,    bee  the  last  sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Otto." 

Socius.— Carnot's  test  for  potassium,  which  has  been 
described  on  several  occasions  in  this  column,  is  by  far  the 
best  substitute  for  the  chloroplatinic-acid  test;  and  it  is  much 
more  easily  and  rapidly  applied  than  the  latter  for  the  detec-

Trade  Scholarships. 
From  an  interesting  report  of  the  Surrey  Education  Com- 
mittee, which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Surrey  County 
Council,  we  gather  that  the  conditions  of  some  of  the 
scholarships  may  be  usefully  considered  by  those  in  the 
drug-trade  who  are  asked  about  the  education  of  youths  de- 
stined for  the  drug-trade.  The  Committee  consider  it 
expedient  to  give  opportunity  to  those  scholars  whose  special 
bent  is  for  practical  subjects,  or  in  a  technical  direction,  and 
in  consequence  a  class  of  "trade  scholarships"  has  been 
devised.  Under  this  scheme  the  scholarship  will  consist 
of  payment  of  the  necessary  fees  at,  and  travelling- 
expenses  to  and  from,  the  Polytechnic,  Institute,  or  other 
places  of  instruction,  and  in  the  event  of  apprenticeship  the 
payment  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  of  the 
premium  (if  any),  together  with  the  necessary  travelling- 
expenses.  Mr.  J.  H.  Mather,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Godalming,  calls  our  attention  to  this  apprenticeship  clause, 
and  we  suggest  that  in  some  cases  it  might  be  turned  to 
account  in  the  drug-trade. 
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Acquitted. 

At  the  Newington  Sessions  on  March  20,  George  Paterson, 
chemist  and  druggist,  was  acquitted  of  the  charge  of  em- 
bezzling Is.  belonging  to  his  employer,  Mr.  G.  F.  H. 
Barflett,  of  236  Battersea  Park  Road,  S.E.,  and  Mr. 
Wallace,  K.C.  (the  Chairman)  said  Paterson  left  the  Court 
without  a  stain  upon  his  character.  The  foreman  of  the 
jury  remarked  that  mistakes  easily  occurred  when  shops 
were  busy.  He  himself  had  handed  a  customer  the  money 
back  as  well  as  the  goods.  Further  particulars  of  this 
extraordinary  charge  were  given  in  the  C.  £  D.  of  March  7, 
p.  353,  and  March  14,  p.  389. 

Infants'  Foods  and  Patent  Drugs. 
These  were,  one  of  the  subjects  discussed  at  the  Con- 
ference on  Infant  Mortality  at  Caxton  Hall,  Westminster, 
on  Wednesday,  March  25.  Dr.  Eric  Pritchard  read  a 
paper  on  the 'regulation  and  control  of  the  manufacture 
of  foods  and  drugs  for  infants,  in  which  he  stated  that 
the  use  of  so-called  patent  foods,  soothing-syrups,  and 
teething-powders  is  responsible  for  a  proportion  of  the 
infantile  death-rate.  He  pointed  out  that  many  of  these 
substances  are  almost  valueless  as  food,  or  were  positively 
injurious  to  the  infant  and  advocated  an  extension  of 
the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act  to  include  infants' 
fooc]s. — Bailie  Anderson  said  he  had  had  analysed  certain 
well-known  patent  foods  for  young  infants,  and  it  was 
found  that  a  large  proportion  of  them  contained  from 
50  to  75  per  cent,  of  starch  and  less  than  1  per  cent,  of  fat. 
If  it  were  not  for  the  milk  with  which  these  so-called 
foods  were  cooked,  the  children  fed  on  them  would  die 
of  starvation.    He  agreed  with  Dr.  Pritchard. 

Incorrect  Prescriptions  in  the  City  of  London. 
Dr.  Teed,  Analyst  for  the  City  of  London,  in  his  quarterly 
report  which  has  just  been  issued,  says  that  during  the 
thiee  morths  thirty -eight  samples  of  drugs,  including  pre- 
scriptions, were  examined  by  him,  and  he  had  to  report 
against  fix,  or  15.8  per  cent.  Prescriptions  were  fifteen  in 
number,  and  five  samples,  or  33.3  per  cent.,  had  to  be 
reported  against.  Referring  to  remarks  by  "  The  '  Official 
Organ'  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain," 
which,  he  says,  are  "  unsupported  by  any  particle  of  evi- 
dence."   Dr.  Teed  adds  : 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  has  power, 
under  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  to  institute 
proceedings  by  its  Registrar  against  any  person  "  who  shall 
compound  any  medicine  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
except  according  to  the  formularies  of  the  said  Pharma- 
copoeia "  ;  but  I  have  yet  to  learn  that  it  has  ever  performed 
these  duties.  The  conferring  of  certain  privileges  _  and 
certain  duties  upon  any  body  of  men  simultaneously  is  an 
implied  contract  that  in  exchange  for  the  privileges  they 
will  perform  the  duties.  The  fact  that  any  prosecutions 
would  probably  be  against  their  own  members  ought  not  to 
weigh,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  never  did  and  never  will  weigh 
with  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  but  at  the  same  time  it  would  be  interesting  to 
learn  the  actual  considerations  that  have  hitherto  weighed 
with  the  council  ;  perhaps  their  "  official  organ  "  will  oblige 
with  the  "  official  explanation."  The  drugs  not  bought  by 
proscription  only  showed  4.3  per  cent,  of  adulterated 
samples.  It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  most  of 
the  drugs  sold  across  the  counter  (other  than  prescriptions) 
are  now  made  up  by  wholesale  houses  who  have  reputations 
to  lose,  and  who.  moreover,  may  employ  whomsoever  they 
think  fit,  not  being  confined  to  employing  persons  approved 
of  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

What  is  Vinegar?  Middlesex  Standard. 
At  its  meeting  on  Thursday,  March  26,  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  adopted  a  recommendation  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  to  the  effect  that  all  vinegar  sold  as 
such  in  the  county  will  in  future  be  expected  to  comply 
with  the  standards  suggested  by  Dr.  Hamill  in  his  recent 
report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  (C.  <t-  D., 
Feb  ruary  22,  p.  299).  It  will  be  remembered  that  Dr. 
Hamill  stated  that  all  vinegars  should  contain  at  least  4  per- 
cent, of  acetic  acid,  should  be  solely  the  product  of 
alcoholic  and  acetous  fermentation  of  the  saccharine 
liquors  usually  employed  for  the  purpose,  and  should  be  free 
from  sulphuric  acid.  Dr.  Hamill  added  that  vinegars  pre- 
pared by  colouring  and  flavouring  acetic  acid  should  not  be 
represented  as  "  vinegar,"  but  should  be  sold  under  some 
designation  making  the  nature  of  the  product  apparent. 


The  Middlesex  County  Council  has  adopted  the  resolution 
m  question,  in  order  that  trades  concerned  may  have  an 
intimation  of  the  Council's  intentions  before  these  arc 
enforced  by  prosecutions  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts. 

Entitled  to  an  Increase. 
At  the  Lambeth  Board  of  Guardians  on  March  25,  th< 
Infirmary  Committee  reported  as  follows  with  reference  t( 
the  application  of  Mr.  Thomas,  dispenser,  for  an  increase 
of  salary  : 

Mr.  Thomas  was  appointed  at  a  total  remuneration  o 
130/.  In  May  1904  the  Guardians  granted  him  15/.  a  yea 
as  dispenser  of  the  Renfrew  Road  Workhouse  and  5?.  a 
dispenser  at  the  Princes  Road  Workhouse.  The  Looa 
Government  Board,  however,  declined  to  sanction  this  pre' 
posal,  and  in  August  1904  approved  of  a  gratuity  of  20/ 
being  paid  for  "  extra  services."  In  May  1904  the  salar | 
was  increased  to  140/.  The  maximum  salary  of  Metre, 
politan  dispensers,  as  laid  down  by  the  Local  Governmen 
Board,  is  180/.  per  annum,  to  be  increased,  in  cases  wher 
the  guardians  so  desire,  by  an  increment  of  20/.  after  fou 
years'  service,  and  then  by  10/.  biennially,  provided  whol 
time  is  given  to  the  duties.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  acoorc 
ing  to  the  scale  laid  down  by  the  Local  Government  Boarc 
Mr.  Thomas  was  entitled  to  an  increase  of  salary  in  Ma 
1907,  and  having  regard  to  the  highly  satisfactory  repoi; 
of  the  medical  officer,  we  are  of  opinion  that  his  salar 
should  be  raised  to  a  total  of  1501.  yearly. 
The  recommendation  was  carried. 

Birmingham  Wotes. 
A  system  of  weeding  pecunious  undesirables  is  heir, 
adopted  at  the  local  hospitals,  and  as  a  result  the  medic 
profession  are  benefiting  and,  in  a  less  degree,  pharmao 
as  well. 

There  is  a  general  feeling  of  satisfaction  here  at  tl' 
announcement  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  that  tfl 
King  has  conferred  a  Civil  List  pension  of  120/.  up< 
Dr.  Hall  Edwards,  dating  as  from  April  last. 

Sheffield  Notes.

neuralgia,  for  which  she  generally  took  seidlitz  powdf  |. 
On  March  22  she  complained  of  headache,  and  witness  s  p 
her  son  for  a  seidlitz  powder,  which  he  obtained  from  | 
shop  of  Mr.  Sowler,  a  greengrocer — Mr.  Parker,  the  chem  , 
being  closed.  Witness  observed  that  the  powder  did  ft 
effervesce  as  usual,  and  after  taking  the  most  of  it  decea  j 
complained  that  the  taste  was  horrid.  Witness  tastecjt 
herself  and  found  it  bitter.  She  threw  away  what  was  f 
in  the  cup.  Deceased  said  she  was  losing  her  sight,  ahrjt 
as  soon  as  she  had  swallowed  the  powder  ;  two  doctors  w 
called  in,  but  the  girl  died.  Robert  Sowler,  fruiterer,  ii 
he  remembered  selling  the  boy  a  seidlitz  powder.  He  j- 
lieved  he  gave  him  two  of  the  loose  packets.  The  seid  z 
powders  were  kept  in  a  small  box,  which  was  placed  \f 
larger  box,  containing  also  a  number  of  headache  powd  ■ 
He  did  not  know  what  any  of  the  powders  were  made  • 
The  headache  powders  were  obtained  from  Messrs.  Man  11 
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',  Co.,  Stockton,  and  the  seidlitz  powders  from  Messrs. 
V.  H.  Hudson  &  Son,  of  Stockton.  He  had  sold  a  good 
lany  seidlitz  powders.  The  last  lot  he  obtained  a  week 
■efore,  and  they  bore  the  trade-mark  of  Messrs.  Goodall, 
tackhouse  &  Co.  There  was  nothing  in  the  drawer  that 
ias  wrapped  up  in  the  same  way  as  the  seidlitz  powders, 
le  had  only  sold  a  few  headache  powders,  but  he  had  dis- 
losed  of  a  great  many  seidlitz  powders.  The  Coroner  said 
he  two  doctors  present  subsequently  tested  two  of  the 
eidlitz  powders  out  of  the  same  box  in  tumblers  of  water, 
,nd  were  satisfied  with  the  experiment.  The  Coroner  gave 
nstructions  for  the  contents  of  the  stomach  to  be  sent  to 
he  county  analyst  at  Leeds  together  with  a  headache 
>owder  and  a  seidlitz  powder,  and  adjourned  the  inquiry. 

Women,  Drink,  and  Drug-taking. 
An  inquiry  has  recently  been  made  by  the  Women's 
Jnion  of  the  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society 
egarding  an  alleged  increase  in  inebriety  and  drug-taking 
raong  women.  A  circular  on  the  subject  was  addressed 
o  a  number  of  medical  men,  with  the  result  that  ninety- 
hree  doctors  working  among  the  poor  reported  a  marked 
ncrease  of  drinking  among  working  women,  eighty- 
ight  doctors  in  fashionable  practices  mention  an  increase 
mong  the  leisured  and  wealthy  classes,  while  fifteen  say 
hat  with  middle-class  women,  nurses,  school-teachers,  etc., 
here  is  a  marked  decrease.  Late  hours,  dissipation,  and 
iridge  are  given  as  reasons  for  the  increase  among  fashion- 
ble  women,  while  a  report  from  Liverpool  states  that 
au-de-Cologne  drinking  is  extensively  practised.  Chloro- 
lyne-tippling  is  said  to  be  the  favourite  drug-habit  now- 
days,  but  the  habit  of  self -medication  by  taking  tablets, 
lilules,  medicated  wines,  etc.,  is  said  to  be  growing. 
'The  ready  access  to  alcoholic  stimulants  at  grocers', 
onfectioners',  and  chemists'  "  is  condemned  as  one  of 
he  principal  causes  of  increased  drinking,  and  another 
loctor  says  that  advertisements  in  religious  and  family 
lapers  of  medicines  and  medicated  wines,  which  create 
bnormal  appetites,  are  responsible  for  much  moral 
lepravity.

several  quarters.  At  Waterford  there  was  a  long  discussion 
on  the  matter,  but  the  prospect  of  the  loss  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  rebate  resulted  in  the  carrying  of  a  reso- 
lution leaving  out  the  words  "  from  Irish  firms  only " 
from  the  Guardians'  advertisements  for  tenders. 

At  Tipperary  the  question  has  come  up  in  consequence 
of  a  communication  from  the  Local  Government  Board  on 
the  Guardians'  acceptance  of  a  tender  in  reply  to  advertise- 
ments specifying  "  Irish  firms  only."  The  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  point  out  that  the  competition  must  be  un- 
restricted if  the  recoupment  is  claimed  from  the  Local 
Taxation  (Ireland)  Account. 

Messrs.  J.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Dublin,  in  acknowledging  the 
receipt  of  the  acceptance  of  their  tenders  by  the  Ennis 
Union,  state  that  they  cannot  guarantee  that  all  the  items 
on  the  medicine  contract  will  be  of  Irish  manufacture,  nor 
could  any  other  firm  give  such  an  assurance.

"  Raimes's." 

The  rumours  which  have  been  current  in  the  Edinburgh 
district  regarding  the  continuance  of  the  business  of 
Raimes,  Clark  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists,  Leith,  have 
been  justified  by  the  registration  of  a  company  with  Mr. 
W.  A.  Davies  as  the  managing  director,  and  his  ool 
leagues  in  the  management  as  directors  (see  "  New  Com- 
panies "  in  this  issue).  The  business  was  established  in 
1818  by  Mr.  John  Raimes  and  Mr.  Richard  Raimes,  as  a 
branch  of  the  York  house  founded  by  them.  In  the  early 
days  the  Edinburgh  house  dealt  largely  in  "heavies," 
and  had  sole  Scotch  agencies  for  several  household  and 
medicinal  specialities  which  in  themselves  represented  an 
income.  It  was  the  leading  Scotch  proprietary-medicine 
house.  Mr.  Richard  Raimes  was  later  joined  in  partner- 
ship by  Mr.  Blanshards,  and  the  firm  name  became 
Raimes,  Blanshards  &  Co.  The  next  important  change 
was  the  reversion  of  the  business  to  Mr.  Raimes  on  the 
retirement  of  the  Blanshards,  Mr.  Raimes  now  having 
his  sons  John  and  Richard  associated  with  him.  John 
Raimes  and  his  father  dying,  the  business  was  conducted 
for  a  short  time  by  Mr.  Richard  Raimes,  jnn.  *  His 
health  was  indifferent,  and  he  assumed  as  partner  Mr. 
Richard  Clark,  on    the    latter's    partnership  with  Mr. 
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William  Pinkerton  terminating.  Some  years  after  Mr. 
Richard  Raimes  died,  Mr.  Clark  maried  his  widow.  The 
present  change  is  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Clark's  death  on 
October  9,  1907.  Messrs.  J.  &  R.  A.  Robertson,  solicitors 
for  Mr.  Clark's  executors,  intimate  that  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  transfer  of  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co. 's 
business  to  the  new  company,  and  Mr.  Davies,  as  manag- 
ing director,  has  addressed  the  firm's  customers.  In  the 
course  of  his  circular  Mr.  Davies  states  that  the  manu- 
facturing department  and  laboratories  will  continue  under 
the  control  of  Dr.  George  Coull,  Ph.C,  and  the  staff  and 
management  at  present  associated  with  the  business  remain 
unchanged.

The  Proposed  Federation.

Hughes,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  Denbigh,  sued 
the  Denbigh  Corporation  for  damage  caused  to  his  stock  by 
a  defective  sewer.  On  the  case  being  called,  it  was 
announced  that  the  Corporation  would  remedy  the  defective 
sewer  and  pay  the  plaintiff's  expenses,  and  Judge  Moss  gave 
judgment  accordingly. 

Met  in  Secret. 
Under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  on  Organisation 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  acting  in  concert  with  the 
Cardiff  and  Swansea  Chemists'  Association,  an  open 
meeting  of  registered  chemists  was  held  at  the  Angel 
Hotel,  Cardiff,  on  March  25,  with  a  view  to  affording  an 
opportunity  of  meeting  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  of  conferring  with  them  on 
matters  of  pressing  importance  to  the  craft  generally. 
The  President  (Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young)  occupied  the  chair, 
and  gave  an  address  on  the  present  Parliamentary  posi- 
tion, after  which  a  discussion  took  place.  A  similar  meet- 
ing was  held  at  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Swansea.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  at  each  of  the  gatherings,  but  re- 
presentatives of  the  Press  were  not  admitted.

Tartaric  Acid  Factory  Burnt  Down. — A  destructive 
fire  is  reported  from  Lyons  last  Sunday,  when  a  large 
tartaric  acid  factory  was  practically  burnt  to  the  ground 
and  damage  done  to  the  extent  of  6,000Z. 

An  Antidote  to  Strychnine.— At  the  last  sitting  of 
the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine,  the  Secretary  announced 
that  the  French  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  had  sent 
to  that  body  specimens  of  certain  plants  from  Java  which 
appear  to  be  an  antidote  to  strychnine.  These  specimens 
are  being  experimented  with  by  Professor  Pouchet,  who 
will  report  on  them  in  due  course  to  the  Academy. 


Manufacturing  Tax  on  Alcohol. — The  "Journa 
Officiel  "  of  March  10  publishes  a  presidential  decree  to  th< 
effect  that  from  January  1,  1909,  the  manufacturing  tax  oi 
pure  alcohol  will  be  leviable  on  the  basis  of  2.52f.  per  hecto 
litre. 

A  Test  Case. — When  M.  Canonne,  pharmacist,  was  prose 
cuted  by  the  Bandagists'  Association  for  selling  surgica 
bandages  in  his  pharmacy,  the  Bench  dismissed  the  case 
The  Bandagists'  Association  announced  their  intention  o 
appealing  to  a  higher  Court  against  this  decision,  but  mon 
prudent  counsels  have  prevailed,  and  this  idea  has  beei 
abandoned.  The  new  plan  is  to  try  another  test  case  t>i i 
commencing  proceedings  against  some  other  pharmacist,  j 

Co-operative  Pharmacy. — The  Mutualist  Pharmacy  o: 
Limoges  was  prosecuted  by  the  local  Pharmacists'  Associa 
tion  for  selling  medicaments  to  the  general  public,  and  con 
victed  by  the  local  Court.  The  case  was,  however,  carriec' 
up  to  the  Court  of  Appeal.  The  higher  tribunal  confirmee 
the  first  part  of  the  sentence,  by  which  damages  wen 
accorded  to  a  neighbouring  pharmacist,  but  disallowed  thi 
compensation  awarded  to  the  Association  on  account  of  ; 
technical  flaw  in  the  case.  The  statutes  of  the  Associa 
tion  provide  that  legal  prosecution  must  be  voted  at  I 
general  meeting  ;  this  formality  was  omitted. 

Pharmaceutical  Early  Closing  forms  the  subject  of  ai 
article  in  the  "  Pharmacie  Laborieuse  '  by  M.  Gouillon,  wht 
reviews  the  history  of  Sunday  and  early  closing  in  Paris 
Seven  or  eight  years  ago  an  attempt  was  made  to  ensun 
Sunday  closing  of  the  pharmacies  in  the  French  capital,  ; 
limited  number  remaining  open  by  rotation,  but  all  whi 
signed  did  not  keep  faith ;  one  opened  a  side  door 
another  sent  an  employe  to  recruit  clients  near  the  pharmacy 
which  remained  open,  and  so  on.  Still,  smaller  and  mon 
local  mutual  arrangements  for  Sunday  rest  have  been,  anc 
still  are,  carried  out  in  certain  quarters  of  Paris  at  certaii 
seasons.  With  regard  to  the  evening  closing-hour,  year;, 
ago  11  o'clock  was  the  rule,  except  for  the  "  Lombards,' - 
or  large  central  houses,  which  shut  at  10  (a  few  even  a 
9)  P  m.  Ten  o'clock  has  long  been  generally  adopted,  bu 
as  this  custom  dates  from  an  epoch  when  it  was  the  custon 
to  dine  as  early  as  6  p.m.  and  spend  the  evening  in  the  gaily 
lighted  central  streets,  it  is  probable  that  an  earlier  hou: 
might  now  be  found  practicable.  Hundreds  of  thousand: 
of  Parisians  now  live  in  the  suburbs.  The  Paris  dinner-houj 
is  7  or  8  p.m.,  comparatively  few  people  go  out  later  excep I 
for  some  special  object — the  theatres,  etc. — and  instead  o 
walking,  as  in  the  older  days,  they  are  sped  to  their  destina 
tion  in  motors  or  tubes,  so  that  evening  shopping  mus 
necessarily,  if  gradually,  diminish. 

The  New  Chemical  Institute. — The  construction  of  the 
new  Chemical  Institute  so  shortly  after  the  completion  o: 
the  Nouvelle  Sorbonne  (Paris  Faculty  of  Sciences)  migh 
seem  to  imply  some  want  of  forethought  on  the  part  of  thi 
designers  of  the  Parisian  Palace  of  Science  in  providing  suf 
ficient  accommodation  for  future  students.  The  fact  is 
however,  that  the  science  classes  have  swollen  in  an  unfore 
seen  and  almost  unaccountable  manner  of  late  years.  "  W<; 
thought  our  chemical  institute  at  the  New  Sorbonne  woulc 
suffice  for  a  century,"  stated  a  competent  authority,  "  bu' , 
the  number  of  students  in  the  laboratories  has  multiplied  bi 
five  or  six  in  ten  years.  For  instance,  M.  Bonnier's  botan\ 
class  had  twenty-five  students  ten  years  ago ;  it  has  nov 
111.  We  first  attributed  this  increase  to  the  law  of  188. 
(exempting  University  students  from  two  of  the  three  years 
Army  service),  but  the  new  law  of  two  years'  service  foi 
students  and  non-students  alike  has  failed  to  reduce  thf 
influx.  To  gain  space  for  all  the  sciences,  we  were  obligee 
to  turn  one, out.  We  decided  this  should  be  chemistry 
First  of  all,  its  odours  are  not  precisely  those  of  Araby 
Secondly,  the  temporary  buildings  of  the  School  of  Apph« 
Chemistry  in  the  rue  Michelet,  now  twenty-four  years  old 
are  literally  crumbling  to  pieces.  We  decided  to  lodge  thit 
and  the  Chemical  Institute  in  a  special  building,  and  thui 
leave  breathing  room  for  the  rest."  As  the  new  building  n 
but  a  stone's  throw  from  the  Sorbonne  and  will  be  spacious 
modern,  and  pleasantly  situated,  it  may  be  taken  for  grantee 
that  the  chemical  students  will  support  this  friendly  evictioi 
with  the  philosophy  which  ever  characterises  the  true; 
savant/

A  New  Patent-medicine  Bill  will  soon  make  its  appear- 
ance before  the  House  of  Commons.  On  March  10  the  Hon 
William  Tempi  eman,  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue,  gave 
notice  of  the  following  resolution  : 

That  it  is  expedient  to  bring  in  a  measure  providing  for 
the  inspection  and  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  proprietary 
and  patent  medicines. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  last  Session  a  similar  measure 
was  brought  before  Parliament  for  criticism,  and  it  re- 
ceived a  fair  show,  especially  from  the  druggists,  who  sent 
delegations  to  point  out  to  the  Government  where  the  Bill 
would  hurt  them.  The  Bill  of  this  Session  will  be  less 
drastic.  Last  year  the  great  objection  was  to  a  proposal 
for  a  stamp-tax  on  each  bottle  or  package  of  patent  pre- 
paration. There  is  no  such  proposal  in  the  Bill  of  this 
year.  Preparations  will  have  to  be  analysed  before  qualify- 
ing for  the  market,  but  the  provision  is  modified  to  enable 
the  article  to  go  on  the  market  first,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
delay,  and  qualify  afterwards.

Cape  Colony. 

The  Embezzlement  Charge.— John  Collins  Fairburn, 
formerly  manager  of  the  Foster  McClellan  Co.,  Cape  Town, 
was  before  the  A.R.M.,  Cape  Town,  on  February  26,  on 
remand,  charged  with  embezzlement.  Gilbert  Reid  Shaw 
and  Reginald  Harman  Davis  were  also  charged  with  being 
accessories  after  the  fact.  The  evidence  showed  that 
Mr.  J.  M.  P.  Muirhead  was  the  company's  auditor,  and  that 
the  accused  Shaw  held  his  power-of-attorney  and  had  acted 
for  him.  When  Mr.  Peter  Britz,  a  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Foster  McClellan  Co..  spoke  to  Shaw  about  the  state  of 
affairs,  Shaw  replied,  "I  am  absolutely  to  blame;  I  have 
no  excuse  whatever."  Edwin  McClellan  said  Fairburn 
received  600/.  a  year  as  salary.  In  his  opinion,  if  the 
books  had  been  properly  audited  the  defalcations  could  not 
have  gone  to  the  extent  they  did.  The  proceedings  were 
;  continued  on  March  3,  when  a  great  deal  of  unimportant 
■evidence  was  taken.  Mr.  Muirhead  said  that  he  had  kept 
the  books  of  the  Foster  McClellan  Co.,  of  which  Fairburn 
was  the  manager,  and  Shaw  and  Davis  were  clerks  in  his 
employ  up  to  November  last.  Every  month  a  trial  balance 
was  made  out  by  either  of  them.  In  November  last  Shaw 
told  him  that  Fairburn  had  committed  defalcations.  Both 
Shaw  and  Davis  admitted  having  discovered  these  as  far 
back  as  October  1906.  The  first  discrepancy  was  66/.  15s. 
Ihey  stated  that  Fairburn  had  appealed  to  their  feelings 
asking  them  not  to  mention  the  matter.  The  statement  pro- 
duced showed  defalcations  to  the  extent  of  1,150?.,  and  a 
further  statement  showed  another  995/.  18s.  8d.  All  the 
accused  were  committed  for  trial. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

For  the  Benefit  of  Orange  River  Colony  chemists  it  may 
be  useful  to  publish  the  following  ruling  of  the  then 
Attorney-General,  given  under  Crown  Colony  Government, 
as  an  instruction  to  the  police  : 

Soap,  sponges,  and  other  toilet-articles  such  as  are 
customarily  supplied  by  chemists  may  be  sold  under  a 
chemist  s  licence,  as  also  photographic  materials,  but  not 
books,  pipes,  and  nicknacks  occasionally  stocked  by 
chemists,  for  which  a  general-dealer's  licence  must  be  taken

StJi^'rf 3  CfNGE--Mr'  M.  Walker  Pole,  of  De  Koorte 
oireet,  Jiraamfontein,  is  opening  a  branch  in  Parktown— a 


fashionable  district — and  has  engaged  Mr.  Young,  formerly 
with  Mr.  E.  J.  Adcock,  of  Krugersdorp,  as  manager. 

Opium. — The  Customs  Department  have  invited  offers  for 
a  parcel  of  about  260  lb.  of  Turkish  and  Persian  opium, 
which  has  been  confiscated.  It  is  understood  that  opium- 
smuggling  has  practically  ceased  owing  to  the  demand 
having  decreased  considerably.  There  are  now  only  about 
20,000  Chinese  left  on  the  mines  and  it  is  expected  that  this 
number  will  be  reduced  before  the  year  is  out. 

The  Trade  Depression  continues,  and  it  has  been  in- 
creased, so  far  as  Johannesburg  chemists  are  concerned,  by 
the  competition  of  three  stores  established  in  the  heart  of 
the  city  which  advertise  extensively  that  they  are  selling 
single  articles  at  wholesale  prices.  These  are  departmental 
stores  with  a  department  for  druggists'  sundries  and  toilet 
articles.  The  wholesale  houses  have  agreed  not  to  supply 
them,  nevertheless  it  does  not  seem  to  affect  their  supplies, 
and  it  is  suggested  that  the  coast  houses  get  the  bulk  of 
their  patronage.

The  Mysore  Durbar  are  awarding  two  Scientific  Research 
scholarships  of  the  value  of  200/.  each  per  annum,  tenable 
for  two  years,  in  some  British  or  other  recognised  Uni- 
versity. 

A  Branch  of  the  George  Town  Dispensary,  Ltd.,  of 
Penang,  has  been  opened  at  27  Station  Road,  Ipoh,  Perak, 
Federated  Malay  States,  by  Mr.  C.  Trim  Johnson,  phar- 
maceutical chemist. 

Postage  on  Indian  Parcels. — At  the  meetings  of  the 
various  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  India  a  letter  was  sub- 
mitted from  the  Indian  Government,  asking  opinions  on 
the  proposal  of  the  Inspector-General  of  the  Post  Office 
to  reduce  the  weight  of  Indian  parcels  from  25  seers  to 
10  seers. 

Cocaine-smuggling. — As  evidence  of  the  extent  of  the 
smuggling  that  is  carried  on  or  attempted  in  Burma,  no  less 
than  400  oz.  of  cocaine  and  100  oz.  of  morphine  were  cap- 
tured by  the  Customs  authorities  in  two  days  at  Rangoon — 
At  Bombay  on  February  11,  a  Mohammedan  was  fined 
Rs.  300  for  being  in  possession  of  and  selling  cocaine  without 
a  licence  from  the  Abkari. 

Plague  Inoculation. — At  a  public  meeting  held  re- 
cently at  Amethi,  Lucknow  district,  some  of  the  leading 
inhabitants  submitted  themselves  for  inoculation  against 
the  plague,  and  the  example  proved  so  catching  that  the 
number  inoculated  reached  107  in  no  time.  This  is  rather 
remarkable,  as  Hindoos  and  Mahommedans  have  an  in- 
tense dislike  to  inoculation. 

Banquet  in  Madras. — On  March  3,  the  Sheriff  of  Madras, 
Mr.  W.  Donald  Smith  (of  W.  E.  Smith  &  Sons,  chemists 
and  druggists,  Madras),  entertained  the  leading  citizens  of 
Madras  at  a  public  banquet.  This  is  the  first  banquet  in 
the  history  of  the  shrievalty  of  Madras,  and  the  Governor, 
Sir  Arthur  Lawley,  in  proposing  Mr.  Smith's  health, 
eulogised  his  services  as  a  citizen,  a  public  man,  and  a 
Volunteer. 

Indian  Perfumery. — According  to  an  Indian  paper,  there 
is  a  good  opening  for  a  perfume-factory  in  India,  if  equipped 
with  up-to-date  machinery.  Perfume-distilling  is  carried 
on  profitably  at  present,  chiefly  in  the  north-west,  where 
roses,  etc.,  are  largely  grown  to  supply  the  distiller  with 
what  he  wants.  The  essences  distilled  include  rose-water, 
lemongrass  oil,  sandalwood  oil,  herma  champa,  maulsiri, 
cajuput  oil.  harsingar,  keora  or  khetkis,  khas-khas,  motia 
or  bela,  and  chameli  or  juhi.  But  these  are  obtained  by 
primitive  methods.  Men  with  a  capital  of  perhaps  Rs.  300 
distil  these  oils  and  sell  them  to  retailers. 

Snake-stones. — I  had  an  order  from  Upper  Burma  the 
other  week,  writes  our  Rangoon  correspondent,  for  small 
quantities  of  orpiment,  realgar,  white  arsenic,  cinnabar, 
and  galena.  It  appears  that  these  items  were  required 
for  the  manufacture  of  "snake-stone,"  which  is  believed 
to  be  an  infallible  cure  for  the  bite  of  all  snakes.  The 
recipe  originated  in  India,  among  snake-charmers,  many 
generations  ago.  In  addition  to  the  chemical  ingredients 
there  are  also  required  the  dried  head,  poison  fangs  and 
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sac.  liver,  and  skin  of  a  cobra;  also  the  tongue  and  liver 
of  a  peacock.  All  these  items  are  pounded  in  a  stone 
mortar,  and  roasted  with  certain  waxes  to  a  black  mass. 
This  is  then  moulded  and  subjected  to  pressure,  which, 
when  cold,  looks  and  feels  like  a  black  stone.  The  effi- 
cacy of  the  snake-stone  I  cannot  vouch  for,  although 
there  are  many  Europeans  who  speak  of  wonderful  cures 
effected  by  it.   

Colonial  ano  foreign  Ittcws. 

Synthetic  Camphor  in  Finland. — A  company  has  been 
formed  at  Helsingfors,  Finland,  to  exploit  synthetic  cam- 
phor manufactured  according  to  the  method  of  Professor 
Komppa,  of  Helsingfors.  The  capital  is  300,000  Finnish 
marks  (13,000^.),  and  the  name  of  the  company  is  Finska 
.Kemiska  Aktiebolaget. 

Progress. — The  statutes  of  the  German  Apotheker 
'Verein  have  been  altered  in  such  a  manner  as  to  exclude 
from  membership  apothekers  who  have  left  the  profession 
to  take  over  a  druggist's  shop,  and,  further,  to  enable  mem- 
.  bers  of  the  profession,  such  as  professors,  editors  of  pro- 
fessional journals,  or  owners  or  employes  of  pharmaceutical 
manufacturers,  to  be  eligible,  as  up  to  now  only  apothekers 
in  business  or  retired  could  become  members.  The  power 
has  also  been  obtained  to  purchase  property  or  invest  funds. 
This  will  enable  the  Verein  to  participate  actively  in  any 
business  undertaking  of  a  co-operative  character  for  the 
benefit  of  the  profession. 

Proprietaries  in  Russia. — According  to  the  "  Chimiki 
Pharmatreft"  the  Russian  Medical  Council  has  approved 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  production  of  compound 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  deems  it  prudent  in  this 
matter  to  establish  measures  to  make  it  obligatory  to  indi- 
cate the  constitution  and  date  of  preparation  on  labels  of 
all  pharmaceutical  specialities  of  which  the  production  in 
Russia  or  the  importation  into  Russia  from  abroad  may  be 
authorised;  to  subject  foreign  pharmaceutical  preparations 
to  the  tariff  rates  in  force  in  Russia;  and  to  publish  as  a 
supplement  to  the  Russian  Pharmacopoeia  a  special  book,  in 
which  will  be  entered  in  full  the  preparation  and  reactions 
of  the  remedies  not  yet  inserted  in  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Pharmacies  in  Brandenburg. — The  Apotheker  Rammer 
of  Berlin,  Brandenburg,  at  an  assembly  held  in  Berlin 
on  March  17,  discussed  a  motion  in  favour  of  the  establish- 
ment of  twenty-five  new  pharmacies — four  for  Berlin,  three 
.'for  Charlottenburg,  and  the  remainder  for  other  localities 
within  the  area  in  which  the  Chamber  is  interested.  Baron 
Trott,  of  Solz,  the  chief  president  of  the  province  of 
Brandenburg,  who  was  present,  advised  the  meeting  that, 
although  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pharma.-ies  was 
desirable,  the  question  should  be  left  for  consideration 
in  official  and  impartial  quarters,  and  an  endeavour  would 
•be  made  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Chamber  as  far  as  pos- 
sible.   The  motion  was  accordingly  withdrawn. 

Secret  Remedies  in  Germany. — The  exact  definition  of 
the  word  "  remedy  "  has  been  agitating  the  Apotheker 
Chamber  of  Berlin-Brandenburg,  as  it  has  done  other 
pharmaceutical  associations  in  Germany.  The  legal  judg- 
ments on  the  point  have  been  so  diverse  that  almost  any 
preparation,  except  virulent  poisons,  may  be  sold  by 
i  druggists.  The  Chamber  therefore  suggests  a  new  Imperial 
■  order  giving  an  authoritative  definition  of  the  word 
"'  remedy,"  and  a  list  of  articles  has  been  prepared  which 
might  come  under  the  definition.  The  Chamber  also  dis- 
cussed the  Government  Bill  for  the  regulation  of  the  trade 
in  secret  remedies,  and  it  was  incidentally  pointed  out  that 
no  fewer  than  fifteen  laws  regarding  the  trade  are  in  opera- 
tion throughout  the  country. 

Olive-oil  Exhibition. — Favourable  results  are  antici- 
pated from  the  Grand  National  Exhibition  which  the 
National  Society  of  Olive-growers  purposes  holding  at 
Rome  for  a  fortnight  in  May  next.  The  exhibits  will  con- 
sist not  only  of  olive  oil  from  various  parts,  but  machines, 
implements,  utensils,  and  packages  connected  with  the 
processes  of  extraction,  storing,  and  purification  of  the 
oil,  and  the  gathering,  storing,  preservation,  and  packing 
of  the  olive-crop.  Words  to  the  following  effect  appear  in 
the  announcement  :  "  Some  of  those  numerous  exhibitions 
of  late  years  which  included  olive  oils  have  shed  a  light 


on  some  important  facts  connected  with  their  products 
which  were  not  previously  realised.  It  is  thus  that  one  } 
been  able  to  understand  how  in  certain  Provinces — Sardin 
for  example — where  oil-production  was  formerly  ve! 
mediocre,  qualities  can  now  be  obtained  which  compa 
very  favourably  with  the  best-known  products.  It  is  n( 
an  established  fact  that  important  up-to-date  oil-factor; 
have  come  into  existence  in  several  Italian  Provinces, 
well  as  other  establishments  conducted  on  the  '  assoc 
tion  '  basis — somewhat  limited  in  number  at  present,  it 
true,  but  these  afford  striking  examples  of  the  advantaj 
which  may  be  gained  from  systematised  co-operation  in 
spect  of  the  olive  growth  and  olive-oil  factories."  Th<j 
will  also  be  a  section  for  exhibits  connected  with  t 
storing,  packing,  preservation,  and  forwarding  of  otb 
agricultural  products.

to  India,  but  the  Indian  trade  is  not  very  satisfactoi 
owing  to  the  bottles  not  being  sufficiently  durable  to  sta 
the  great  heat.  When  this  difficulty  is  overcome,  Brit: 
manufacturers  will  have  to  meet  serious  competition. 

Increased  Import-duties. — In  addition  to  the  spir 
duties  which  are  to  be  increased,  as  noted  in  the  0.  & 
last  week  (p.  539),  there  is  to  be  an  increase  on  fruit-ju 
(sugared)  and  syrup  from  45  per  cent,  to  60  per  cent,  ad  v 
Grape  sugar,  malt  sugar,  and  the  like  are  to  pay  yen  9 
per  100  kin  [1  yen  per  100  kin  =  Is.

T 
use  of  preservatives  in  foods  has  become  a  pressing  proble 
The  Government  authorities  charged  with  the  Food  a 
Drugs  Act  have  taken  rather  radical  ground— so  radical, 
fact,  that  manufacturers  have  induced  President_Roosev  ■ 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  experts  to  consider  mc 
rulings.  These  five  men  have  been  selected  from  five  of  t 
leading  American  Universities.  From  the  annual  report 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  recently  published,  it  appe; 
that  considerable  good  has  been  done  during  the  last  y< 
by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  with  particular  reference 
importations.  Something  like  400  samples  of  imported  oil 
oil  were  examined.  Of  these,  310  were  found  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  law.  There  was  a  doubt  about  six 
samples,  but  the  goods  were  released  without  prejudice 
future  decisions,  and  six  were  admitted  on  the  change 
labels.  Only  two  out  of  the  whole  number  were  report 
to  have  been  exported  or  destroyed.

The  Reciprocal  Agreement  which  was  made  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Italy  in  July  1907,  with  respect  to  the 
importation  of  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations  (see 
C.  &D.  Diary,  1908,  p.  222),  now  applies  to  France,  Germany, 
and  Switzerland.  The  chief  point  about  the  agreement  is 
to  the  effect  that  "  in  order  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  applying 
special  precautionary  measures  in  individual  cases,  drugs  and 
medicinal  preparations  produced  in  either  of  the  two 
countries  shall  be  reciprocally  granted  unrestricted  entry  into 
the  other  country."  Medical  preparations  must  bear  on  the 
label  attached  to  each  receptacle  an  exact  indication — (a)  As 
to  the  component  parts  of  the  product  expressed  in  the  usual 
medical  nomenclature  (chemical  formulas  excluded);  (6)  as 
to- the  relative  doses  as  prescribed  for  similar  products  manu- 
factured and  sold  in  Italy,  France,  Germany,  Switzerland, 
or  the  United  Kingdom.

High  Court  Case. 

Durbar  Polish. 
In  the  Dublin  Chancery  Division,  before  the  Master  of  tl 
Rolls,  on  March  25,  Messrs.  Crisp,  Athill  &  Co.,  Londo. 
were  granted  an  injunction  against  a  Dublin  firm  who: 
offence  was  in  passing  off  Quickshine  boot-polish  whe 
Durbar  polish  (owned  by  the  plaintiffs)  was  asked  for. 

The  Late  Mr.  C.  E.  Fulford's  Estvte. 
In  the  case  of  C.  E.  Fulford,  deceased — Fulford  v.  Fulfoi 
— Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  c 
Tuesday.  March  24,  heard  an  adjourned  summons  take 
out  by  the  trustee  of  the  late  Chas.  E.  Fulford,  askin 
for  directions  as  to  their  powers  of  investment  under  tfc 
will.  The  testator  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  th 
patent  medicine  known  as  Bile  Beans. — Mr.  Arnold  J0II3 
for  the  remaindermen,  two  infants,  said  the  principt 
asset  consisted  of  the  patent  medicine  known  as  Bile  Bean; 
There  was  no  real  estate  in  England,  the  testator  bein 
domiciled  in  Canada  at  the  time  of  his  decease.  Th 
question  for  the  Court  was  whether  the  trustees  were  tl 
be  guided  in  executing  the  trusts  of  the  will  as  to  invest 
ments  by  English  or  Canadian  law.  The  trustees  hai 
formed  an  English  company,  to  whom  they  had  sold  th 
business. — Mr.  Jones,  on  behalf  of  the  widow,  argued  tha 
the  investments  should  be  according  to  the  law  of  Canada 

Mr.  Justice  Warrington  :  If  it  is  so  the  trustees  canno 
invest  in  Consols. 

Mr.  Jones  said  that  was  his  submission. 

Mr.  Justice  Warrington  thought  that  the  testatoi 
intended  the  trusts  of  his  will  to  be  executed  in  England 
and  that  Canada  was  to  be  treated  as  an  English  Colonj 
and  dependency. 

Directions  were  given  accordingly,  and  the  costs  wen 
directed  to  come  out  of  the  estate. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

An  Assistant  Fined. 
At  Aberdeen,  before  Sheriff  Reid,  on  Thursday,  March  19, 
William  Kinghorn,  assistant  in  the  shop  of  the  late 
Mr.  John  Davidson  Hardie,  chemist,  Bucksburn,  was 
summoned  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  having,  on  or 
about  February  12,  not  being  a  duly  qualified  chemist 
and  druggist,  retailed  poisons  (opium  and  chloroform 
contained  in  prescriptions.  Accused  pleaded  guilty,  and 
said  he  had  been  in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Hardie,  and 
the  executrix  had  asked  him  to  carry  on  the  business, 
which  was  to  be  sold  in  a  short  time. 

The  Sheriff  :  Did  you  know  you  were  doing  wrong  in 
selling  poison  not  being  a  qualified  man  ?— Yes.— Accused, 
in  answer  to  other  questions  by  the  Sheriff,  said  Mr. 
Hardie  died  on  January  18,  and  the  business  had  since 
been  sold.  Accused  was  in  charge  of  it  for  three  weeks, 
and  it  was  during  that  period  that  the  offence  was  com- 
mitted. ,  , 

Mr.  A.  C.  Morrison,  advocate,  who  prosecuted,  said  tnai 
about  February  6  the  Registrar  under  the  Act  had  his 
attention  directed  by  the  Procurator  Fiscal  of  the  county 
to  the  fact  that  the  accused,  not  being  a  registered  chemist, 
was  in  charge  of  the  shop  in  Bucksburn.  The  Registrar 
directed  that  inquiries  should  be  made,  and  in  consequence 
an  official  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  went  to  Bucks- 
burn  with  a  witness.  He  entered  the  shop,  gave  the  ac- 
cused two  prescriptions  containing  opium  and  chloroform, 
and  without  the  slightest  hesitation  he  proceeded  to  dis- 
pense them.  There  were  3  grains  of  opium  m  one  and  a 
fatal  dose  of  chloroform  in  the  other.  Counsel  thought,  tne 
offence  was  probably  greater  on  the  part  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  deceased.  . 

The  Sheriff  :  That  was  passing  through  my  mind 

Mr.  Morrison,  continuing,  said  it  had  been  held  re- 
peatedly that  the  complaint  must  be  directed  against  tne 
seller  of  the  poison.  , ,.  .-, 

The  Sheriff  said  that  the  safety  of  the  public  required 
that  precautions  should  be  taken  against  this  kind  ot  con- 
duct on  the  part  of  unqualified  persons.  He  imposeo [  a 
fine  of  10s.  for  each  of  the  two  offences,  with  U.  as.  do. 
of  expenses.

Syphons  in  Running  Account. 
Ax  the  Clerkenwell  County  Court  on  March  20,  Mr. 
Jones,  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  E.  Geraut  &  Co.,  aerated- 
water  manufacturers,  Farringdon  Road,  E.C.,  applied  to 
Judge  Edge  to  state  a  case  on  the  decision  he  gave  in  the 
ease  of  Geraut  v.  Griffin  (C.  &  D.,  March  21,  p.  452).

the  premises  there  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  April 
L,  and  were  replaced  by  the  present  fine  buildings  in 
**•    Originally  the  business  was  solely  that  of  assaying 
W  which  Mr.  Johnson  was  an  adept),  and    f-oni  this 
Slmg  a  manufacturing  branch  devoted  to  gold  chlorido 
a);  silver  nitrate,  which,  with  the  growth  of  photography 
ai  under  Mr.  Johnson's  attention  and  management,  de; 
Wiped  into  an  important  and  separate  business,  the  gold 
ai  silver  salts  beiris  supplemented  by  a  whole  range  of 


pure  chemicals  used  in  the  arts,  especially  in  photography. 
At  the  time  of  the  rebuilding  of  the  premises  at  23  Cross 
Street  the  business  was  formed  into  two  private  limited 
companies,  one  dealing  with  the  production  of  chemicals 
and  the  other  to  assaying.  Ten  years  later  there  was 
another  off-shoot,  when  the  St.  Raul's  Street  Smelting 
Works  were  built  and  opened  as  a  third  company,  which 
carries  on  the  business  of  bullion-smelting,  the  testing  of 
oi  es,  and  allied  work.  In  these  varied  interests  Mr. 
Johnson  took  more  than  a  commercial  part,  for  he  was 
greatly  interested  in  the  scientific  side  of  his  companies' 
enterprise.  Owing  to  his  advancing  years  and  indifferent 
health,  Mr.  Johnson  had  not  taken  part  in  the  details  of 
the  business  so  much  as  he  used  to  do,  but  he  by  no  means 
neglected  the  City,  and  as  managing  director  of  the  three 
companies  he  was  at  Cross  Street  a  few  days  before  his 
death.  As  a  man  he  took  a  friendly  interest  in  every 
member  of  the  staff  and  employes  at  each  of  the  works, 
and  they  were  devoted  to  him.  It  was  his  custom  to  en- 
tertain them  annually  at  supper,  and  the  last  occasion 
was  on  February  21,  when  a  large  company  of  members 
of  the  Companies'  Athletic  Club  met  him  at  the  Abercorn 
Rooms,  Great  Eastern  Hotel.  Mr.  Johnson  was  much  re- 
spected in  Highgate,  where  he  and  his  daughter,  Miss 
Johnson,  have  done  service  to  the  sick  and  poor  which 
it  would  be  impossible  to  reckon,  so  much  of  it  was  done 
by  stealth.  Nor  is  it  possible  to  mention  all  the  charities 
of  which  he  was  a  bountiful  helper,  but  the  King  Edward 
Ragged  Schools  and  Christian  Mission  at  Spitalfields 
regard  him  as  having  been  one  of  their  most  generous 
supporters.  Among  his  benefactions  to  this  charity  was 
the  King  Edward  Holiday  House  at  Sandon,  near  Chelms- 
ford. A  few  years  ago  he  equipped  in  Highgate  a  nursing 
home  for  the  wives  of  missionaries,  and  in  other  direc- 
tions he  freely  helped  those  who  desired  to  help  them- 
selves, but  whom  fortune  had  not  favoured.  In  his  earlier 
days  Mr.  Johnson  was  well  known  to  Burlington  House 
chemists.  He  as  a  youth  was  a  pupil  at  the  School  of 
Mines,  and  in  1872  became  a  Fellow  of  the  Chemical 
Society,  later  joining  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
when  it  was  formed.  Mr.  Johnson  took  a  keen  interest 
in  politics,  and  was  President  of  the  Highgate  branch  of 
the  Hornsey  Conservative  Association.  His  funeral  on 
Monday  had  all  the  marks  of  a  public  function,  and  was 
largely  attended,  a  service  being  held  at  St.  Michael's, 
Highgate.  There  was  also  a  memorial  service  at  the  King 
Edward  Mission,  Albert  Street. — Mr.  Johnson's  son,  Mr. 
J.  Grove  Johnson,  has  for  years  been  associated  in  the 
conduct  of  the  businesses  as  a  director. 

Norris.— At  Bradford,  Wilts,  on  March  10,  Mr.  William 
Norris,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  forty-three. 

Smale.— At  Oswestry,  on  March  18,  Mr.  Richard  Bill 
Smale,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mr.  Smale  was  for  many 
years  one  of  the  leading  chemists  of  the  town.  He  had 
lived  in  retirement  for  some  time.  Mr.  Smale  was  the 
donor  of  the  new  Science  Laboratory  at  the  Oswestry 
Grammar  School,  of  which  he  was  an  old  boy. 

Shippam. — At  13  Southey  Street,  Nottingham,  on 
March  24,  Mr.  Henry  Shippam,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged 
sixty-nine.  For  many  years  Mr.  Shippam  carried  on 
business  at  207  Alfreton  Road,  but  retired  about  six  years 
ago. 

Wade. — At  Suva,  Fiji,  on  March  16,  from  dysentery, 
Mr.  Alfred  Wade,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  twenty- 
six.  Mr.  Wade,  whose  appointment  as  Government 
Analyst  for  Fiji  was  reported  in  our  issue  of  March  14 
(p.  402),  went  to  Fiji  in  1906.  He  was  pharmacist  at 
the  Government  Hospital,  Suva,  and  we  had  a  letter  from 
him  only  a  fortnight  ago.  His  early  and  unexpected  death 
will  be  regretted  by  his  many  friends  in  pharmacy  at  home 
and  abroad.

ONLY  three  of  the  thirteen  poisoning  fatalities  that  have 
been  recorded  during  the  past  week  were  misadven 
tures.    A  Hammersmith  case  is  dealt  with  elsewhere.  An 
unknown  man  died  in  the  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary  from 
poisoning  by  laudanum,  self-administered.    At  the  ad 
journed  inquest  on  a  Blackburn  child  named  Wharmby,  who 
swallowed  a  number  of  iron  pills,  thinking  they  were  sweets. 
Dr.  Harley  said  iron  pills  as  a  rule  contained  strychnine 
or  arsenic.    He  attributed  death  to  poisoning. — The  third 
misadventure  occurred  at  Bayswater,  where  Henry  Thomas 
Tate,  a  commission-agent,  drank  carbolic  acid  in  mistake 
for  internal  medicine.    The  bottles  containing  the  medicine 
and  the  acid  were  identical  in  appearance.    Two  suicides 
^Elizabeth  Macdonald,  of  Llanelly,  and  Benjamin  Clarke 
of  Sutton-in-Ashfield — took  carbolic  acid. — Jessie  Adams 
of  Bristol,  and  Hugh  Bingham,  of  Preston,  swallowed  solu 
tions  of  oxalic  acid  in  order  to  end  their  lives. — Lizzie 
Wright,  a  Cowdenbeath  dressmaker,  poisoned  herself  with 
hydrochloric  acid. — Agnes  Robinson,   wife   of  a  ship'; 
steward,  living  at  Seacombe,  obtained  a  quantity  of  phos 
phorus  paste,  with  which  she  ended  her  life. — A  Derby 
woman,  EnVma  Myatt,  dissolved  salt  of  lemon  in  a  cupfu" 
of  water,  drank  the  solution,  and  died. — At  Louth,  Mary 
Anne  Belton  mixed  strychnine  with  milk,  and  drank  th 
mixture,   with   fatal   result. — Edwin  Gilbert,   a  retired 
watchmaker,  of  Esholt,  drank  a  quantity  of  "  acid  poison, 
'  from  the  effects  of  which  he  died.

The  only  abs  tee 
was  Sir  J.  Batty-Tuke,  who  at  the  last  moment  rep'ied 
Mr.  Alexander  Cross.  Several  public  bodies  interest,  in

The  Port  of  London. 

The  first  step  towards  the  scheme  for  the  consolidation 
and  improvement  of  the  Port  of  London  has  been  taken 
by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  who  has  made 
an  offer  to  take  over  the  London  and  India  Docks  Co.  on 
terms  which  the  directors  recommend  the  proprietors  to 
accept,  the  arrangement  providing  for  the  payment  of  the 
stockholders  in  the  Port  stock  which  is  to  be  created  by 
the  proposed  Act.  The  chief  point  about  the  Govern- 
ment Bill,  which  was  read  a  first  time  in  February  (see 
C.  <l-  D.,  February  8,  p.  222),  and  referred  to  the 
Examiners  of  Petitions  for  Private  Bills,  is  that  it  con- 
tains provisions  enabling  dock  dues  to  be  imposed.  This 
new  departure  has  already  met  with  great  opposition  on 
the  part  of  merchants,  who  contend  that  they  will  have 
the  effect  of  further  driving  trade  away  from  the  port.

Deaths  under  Anesthetics. 
We  understand  that,  in  view  of  the  large  and  increasing 
number  of  deaths  under  anaesthetics,  especially  in  the 
Metropolitan  area,  a  question  will  shortly  be  put  to  Mr. 
Herbert  Gladstone  (Home  Secretary)  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
Department  over  which  he  presides  is  in  a  position  to  give 
official  figures  showing  the  exact  number  of  fatalities 
which  have  occurred  in  the  course  of  the  past  twelve 
months  or  so.  It  is  probable  that  at  a  subsequent  date 
a  further  question  will  be  put  to  Mr.  Gladstone,  with  a 
view  to  the  appointment  of  a  Royal  Commission  or  some 
other  form  of  inquiry  into  the  whole  question.  In  an 
interview  with  a  Lobby  representative,  Mr.  T.  A. 
Bramsdon,  M.P.  for  Portsmouth,  Coroner  for  the  district, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Royal 
Portsmouth  Hospital  at  Gosport,  said  a  good  many  cases 
of  death  under  anaesthetics  come  under  his  notice  from 
time  to  time.  In  his  opinion,  what  is  wanted  is  that  more 
care  should  be  taken  in  order  to  ensure  that  the 
anaesthetist  is  a  thoroughly  qualified  man.  That,  he  said, 
is,  after  all,  the  real  point — the  question  as  to  whether 
any  number  of  deaths  have  arisen  owing  to  want  of  real 
skill  on  the  part  of  the  administrator  of  the  anaesthetic. 
Personally,  he  makes  a  point  of  holding  an  inquest  in  all 
cases  where  death  has  taken  place  under  an  anaesthetic, 
unless,  of  course,  he  is  thoroughly  satisfied  with  the 
whole  circumstances  of  the  case.  In  that  event  he  does 
not  precs  it ;  but,  if,  on  the  other  hand,  he  feels  that 
there  is  something  to  be  brought  out,  then  he  holds  an 
inquiry.  Where  there  is  care  and  skill  on  the  part  of  the 
anaesthetist,  the  number  of  deaths  should  be  small.  He 
is  certainly  in  favour  of  some  inquiry  being  held  into  the 
matter.  Mr.  Luke  White,  M.P.,  the  other  Coroner  in 
the  present  House  of  Commons,  who  holds  office  in  the 
East  Riding  district,  also  expressed  himself  in  favour  of 
an  inquiry  being  instituted  into  the  question.  He  added, 
however,  that  such  fatalities  occurred  for  the  most  part 
in  hospitals,  and  that  there  are  not  a  great  many  of  them.

The  most  marked  peculiarities  of  the  script  are  :

2.  Although  the  writer  is  liberal  in  dotting  his  "i's,"  in 
the  words  "Adipis  Bnzati,"  we  find  undoited  "i's"  in 
the  script ;  and  it  is  clear  that  the  writer  is  somewhat  re- 
gardless of  the  "e"  and  "  i,"  for  we  find  two  "  i's"  in  his 
Latin  word  for  oil  (olii,  instead  of  olci — oleum  it  should  be). 

3.  The  formation  of  the  letter  "  a  "  in  several  of  the  words 
is  deceptive,  and  accounts  for  many  competitors  writing 
"  amygdalor."  instead  of  "  amygdalae." 

The  word  for  suet  turned  out  to  be  the  most  fertile 
source  of  error.  We  find  that  ninety-six  of  the  cards 
received  up  to  Monday,  March  2,  rendered  this  item  as 
glycerin.  Many  others  since  received  give  this  interpreta- 
tion.

Resolutions  in  Support 

of  the  new  Pharmacy  Bill  are  being 
loyally,  dutifully,  and  mechanically  passed  by  all  respectable 
chemists'  associations,  sometimes  after  expositions  of  its 
clauses  by  inspired  interpreters.    But  there  are  reservations. 
There  is  a  lingering  affection  in  some  quarters  for  the  dis- 
redited  directors  clause,  but  it  is  realised  that  it  is  no 
longer  "  statesmanlike  "  to  advocate  it.  Ordinary  politicians 
demand  what  they  think  they  have  a  right  to,  and  take  what 
they  can  get;  we  are  too  high-minded  for  that  sort  of 
diplomacy.     But  it  is   a   mistake   to   expect  that  we 
are   going    to    pacify    our    antagonists    by    thus  con- 
tracting our  claims.    Rather  shall  we  stimulate  their  oppo- 
sition to  our  title  clause  by  showing  them  how  infirm  of 
purpose  our  policy  is.    An  out-of-date  proverb  said,  "  You 
might  as  well  have  both  legs  in  the  stocks  as  one  " ;  so  the 
companies  who  objected  to  the  director  and  the  title  clause 
will  show  no  gratitude  for  the  one  free  leg,  but  will  only  con- 
centrate their  efforts  on  freeing  the  other  also.    It  is,  how- 
ever, on 

The  Privy  Council's  Bill 

that  the  animosity  of  the  trade  is 
likely  to  be  condensed.  This  journal  has  never  ceased  to 
direct  attention  to  the  iniquities  of  that  measure,  and  it  is 
probable  enough  that  the  "Wake  Up"  editorial  in  last 
week's  issue  will  have  the  effect  of  revealing  to  many  chemists 
the  danger  which  imminently  confronts  them.  They  have 
been  lulled  into  comfortable  slumber  by  the  reiterated  assur- 
ances of  representative  councillors  that  their  interests  were 
being  closely  watched,  but  the  more  they  rub  their  eyes  the 
more  clearly  will  they  perceive  that  those  interests  have  been 
practically  surrendered.  The  resolutions  passed  at  Ply- 
mouth and  at  Stoke-on-Trent  are  almost  pathetic  from  this 
point  of  view.  They  promise  devoted  support  of  the 
Council's  own  Bill,  and  at  the  same  time  urge  vigorous 
opposition  to  the  essential  clauses  of  that  of  the  Government. 
It  may  not  be  impossible  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
to  take  that  course  now,  but  it  is  too  late  to  take  it  effec- 
tively. The  critical  moment  in  the  history  of  this  Bill 
was  the  second  reading  in  the  House  of  Lords.  So 
far  as  can  be  gathered  from  what  has  been  reported, 
there  is  something  in  the  way  of  a  compact  between 
the  Privy  Council  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  These 
bodies  have,  perhaps  informally,  agreed  to  submit  their  re- 
spective policies  to  the  Joint  Committee  which  has  been 
appointed.  The  President  told  the  Stockport  chemists  that 
he  had  repeatedly  consulted  with  the  Privy  Council,  and  as 
those  consultations  were  followed  by  acquiescence  in  the 
second  reading  of  the  Government's  Bill  in  the  House  of 
Lords,  the  inference  is  obvious.  No  doubt 
In  the  Committee 

Mr.  Idris  will  protest  against  the  scheme  of 
poisons  licences.  All  power  to  his  elbow ;  but  his  success  on 
this  point  would  be  startling  indeed.  He  may  or  may  not  get 
some  sort  of  concession  in  regard  to  titles;  the  composition 
of  the  Committee  does  not  promise  much  hope  in  this  direc- 
tion. He  will  pretty  certainly  secure  the  approval  of 
several  of  the  other  clauses  of  the  Society's  Bill;  those,  that 
is,  which  consist  of  surrenders.  He  will  get,  in  short,  just 
l|  as.much  or  as  little  as  the  Privy  Council  thinks  fit  to  let  him 
Even  the  professional  eulogists  of  the  Council  will 


If  we  are  defeated  in  this  Joint  Committee  our  chances  of 
opposition  in  the  House  of  Commons  will  be  practically  ex- 
tinguished. That  might  not  be  the  case  if  we  were  the 
Irish  party  or  the  Labour  party,  or  any  section  which  could 
give  the  Government  trouble.  Nor  would  it  be  so  if  we  had 
consistently  opposed  the  Privy  Council's  Bill  from  the 
moment  of  its  introduction.  No  British  Government  has 
ever  carried  a  Poisons  Bill  in  face  of  united  opposition  from 
the  drug-trade.  But  on  this  occasion  members  of  Parliament 
will  say  or  think,  "You  accepted  the  arbitrament  of  the 
Joint  Committee,  and  so  must  we."  Yes,  that  Joint  Com- 
mittee was  an  astute  move  on  the  part  of — Mr.  Herbert 
Samuel,  I  believe. 
Scientific  Prescribing, 

we  are  sometimes  told,  is  dead  and 
buried.  If  the  term  meant  such  prescribing  as  was  schemed 
out  by  Jacob-Ebn-Izhak-Alkhendi,  who  lived  at  Bagdad  in 
the  ninth  century,  not  many  of  us  would  wish  to  see  it 
resurrected.  I  get  the  particulars  of  his  theory  from 
Sprengel's  "  History  of  Medicine,"  published  about  a 
hundred  years  ago,  and  Sprengel  takes  it  from  Alkhendi's 
work  on  the"Degreesof  Compound  Medicaments."  Alkhendi 
was  a  mathematician  as  well  as  a  physician,  and  he  worked 
out  his  prescribing  theory  from  Galen's  doctrine  of  hot  and 
cold,  humid  and  dry  drugs.  Alkhendi  gives  the  equation 
x  —  ln~1n,  and  explains  it  thus  :  a  is  the  first  degree,  6  the 
last,  x  the  exponent,  and  n  the  number  of  the  terms.  Then 
follows  the  application  to  remedies  : 

The  first  degree  results  from  the  multiplication  of  an 
equal  mixture  by  2 ;  the  second  of  that  of  the  total  of 
the  first  degree  by  2 ;  and  the  third  of  that  of  the  second 
degree  by  2.    Thus  the  total  of  the  second  degree  is  the 
quadruple  of  the  equal  mixture,  and  that  of  the  third  eight 
times  stronger  than  that  mixture.    The  total  of  the  fourth 
degree  is  equal  to  the  uniform  mixture  in  the  sixteenth 
quality,  and  to  the  first  degree  in  the  eighth  quality. 
This  may  be  obvious  enough  to  experts,  hu+  Sprengel  has

find  it  difficult  to  make  much  of  such  a  Cadmean  victory  as 
this  will  mean.  But  never  mind  prophecy;  the  unpleasant 
teature  of  the  situation  is  that  we  are  giving  ourselves  away. 


This  compound  medicine  is  exactly  balanced  as  regards  hot' 
and  cold,  but  the  dry  qualities  being  double  the  humid  ones, 
the  mixture  is  dry  in  the  first  degree.  If  the  total  had  been 
twelve  of  the  dry  to  three  of  the  humid  the  mixture  would 
have  been  dry  in  the  second  degree.  Let  it  be  remembered 
that  these  hot  and  cold,  wet  and  dry  medicaments  of  the 
first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  degrees  had  to  balance  cold 
and  hot,  dry  and  wet,  diseases  of  the  same  number  of 
degrees,  and  that  medicines  adapted  for  one  part  of  the  body 
were  rather  rigorously  not  permitted  to  trespass  on  the 
domain  of  those  applicable  to  another  part,  and  it  will  be 
admitted  that  the  conscientious  prescriber  on  these  prin- 
ciples fairly  earned  his  guinea  or  whatever  he  got.  The 
theory  of  degrees  had  been  floating  about  among  theoretic 
physicians  for  some  centuries  before  Galen,  but  it  was  he  who 
put  it  into  dogmatic  shape ;  and  it  pretty  well  held  the  field 
down  to  the  seventeenth  century. 


Ginseng  in  China.— Almost  the  whole  ginseng  trade  of 
China  (says  F.  D.  Cloud,  student  interpreter  at  the  Shanghai 
Consulate-Genera')  is  now  controlled  by  a  group  of  Chinese 
merchants  at  Hong-Kong.

Tl  offence  under  Clause  5  is  "to  use  or  exhibit  any  sign 
or  h  implying  qualification  ...  in  connection  with  any 
naj  other  than  his  own."  The  italicised  words  were  not 
ln  e  draft  before  the  Council  on  March  4 ;  and  towards 
th<;nd  of  the  same  clause  were  the  words  "  shall  be  liable 
on'mmary  conviction  to  [pay]  a  penalty  [or  sum  of]  not 
«»  ding  five  pounds  for  each  offence."  The  italicised 
wcs  have  been  removed,  and  those  in  brackets  put  in. 
TMchedule  has  not  been  touched,  although  it  sadly  needs 
c°i  rehensive  revision.  Its  intention  is,  no  doubt,  good, 
Ht  is  unworkable  in  itself.  For  example,  the  last  two 
%  in  Part  2  are  : 

poisons,  preparations,  or  admixtures  of  poisons,  in- 


cluded in  Parts  1  and  2  of  this  schedule,  where  specific 
limitations  are  not  mentioned. 

The  following  poisons,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures 
of  them,  providing  they  do  not  contain  more  than  the  per- 
centage strength  of  alkaloids  or  poisonous  substances  specifi- 
cally mentioned  in  Part  1  of  this  schedule:  Aconite,  arsenic, 
belladonna,  corrosive  sublimate,  emetic  tartar,  nux  vomica, 
opium. 

Tho  process  of  putting  things  into  Part  1  and  taking  them 
out  again  is  strange.  As  to  the  first  of  the  above  entries, 
the  poisons  in  Part  1  for  which  "specific  limitations  are 
not  mentioned  "  are  : 

All  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their  salts ;  also 
all  poisonous  derivatives  of  vegetable  alkaloids. 

Cantharides  and  its  poisonous  derivatives. 

Cyanide  of  potassium,  and  all  poisonous  cyanides  ;  also 
all  preparations  of  such  articles. 

Diachylon-  plaster  in  the  unspread  form. 

Ergot  of  rye,  and  all  preparations  containing  ergot  of 
rye. 

All  poisonous  glucosides. 

Savin  and  its  oil,  and  all  preparations  or  admixtures 
containing  savin  and  its  oil. 

The  terms  of  the  Part  2  paragraph  will  take  these  entries 
from  Part  1  to  Part  2,  which  cannot  be  intended,  for  it 
is  absurd.  Nevertheless  the  Bill  is  "  Printed  by  Eyre  & 
Spottiswoode,  Printers  to  the  King's  most  Excellent 
Majesty."  The  second  paragraph  is  also  a  tangle.  It  seems 
to  remove  from  Part  1  to  Part  2  the  articles  known  as 
aconite,  arsenic,  belladonna,  corrosive  sublimate,  emetic 
tartar,  nux  vomica,  and  opium.  Whether  it  does  or  not 
would  be  a  matter  of  interpretation ;  but  the  proposal 
cannot  be  allowed  to  go  that  length.  What  the  author  of 
the  Schedule  no  doubt  meant,  and  the  form  in  which  the 
entry  should  begin,  is  : 

All  preparations  and  admixtures  of  the  following, 
poisons,  providing,  etc. 

There  are  other  points  in  the  Schedule  which  must  be- 
carefully  considered,  and  we  are  informed  that  evidence  is- 
to  be  given  before  the  Joint  Committee  (if  it 
admits  this  Bill  to  consideration)  which  will  raise  the- 
question  as  to  whether  the  Poisons  Schedule  should  or 
should  not  be  confined  to  drugs  which  induce  fatal  results 
occasionally  or  frequently,  as  well  as  other  articles  (such- 
as  ergot)  which  may  be  used  for  criminal  purposes.  The 
question  is  really  raised  in  the  penultimate  paragraph  of 
the  Memorandum,  where  the  Schedule  is  described  as  one  of 
substances  of  a  dangerous  nature.  It  is  doubtful  whether- 
the  present  is  an  opportune  time  for  raising  the  question^ 
but  there  is  no  escape  from  it  now. 


In  the  Matter  of  Titles, 

The  more  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Pharmacy  Bill  is- 
considered  by  chemists,  the  less  they  seem  to  like  it.  At 
Exeter,  for  example,  they  have  just  entered  a  protest 
against  the  provision  of  Clause  5,  which  proposes  to  pro- 
hibit any  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist 
using  or  exhibiting  any  qualification  under  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  in  connection  with  any  other  name  than  his  own. 
Probably  Exeter  chemists,  like  many  others  throughout 
Great  Britain,  do  not  realise  that  the  clause  carries  out 
with  relentless  consistency  the  claim  in  regard  to  the 
titles  for  individuals  which  has  so  long  been  the  cry  of 
a  section  of  the  trade,  and  which  has  contributed  in  some 
degree  to  the  dethronement  of  the  directorate  clause. 
What  was  really  wanted,  of  course,  was  that  limited  com- 
panies should  not  be  permitted  to  use  the  Pharmacy  Act 
titles.  Writh  that  there  could  be  nothing  but  sympathy, 
seeing  that  such  use  is  especially  objectionable  in  the  case 
of  one-man  companies  or  in  other  companies  promoted  by 
unqualified  persons  to  carry  on  the  business  of  chemist 
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and  druggist.  Once,  however,  the  principle  is  accepted 
tor  limited  companies,  a  considerable  number  of  old- 
established  businesses,  which  are  conducted  by  registered 
■chemists  and  have  all  the  attributes  of  personal  businesses 
<  xc  ept  that  for  family  or  financial  reasons  they  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  Companies  Acts,  would  also  be 
prevented  from  using  the  titles.  We  may,  without 
offence,  illustrate  this  with  the  businesses  of  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  who  happen  to  be  in  that 
category.  The  business  with  which  Mr.  Alfred  Southall 
is  connected  has  for  three  generations  used  and  exhibited 
t lie  title  of  "chemists";  it  is  conducted  as  a  corporate 
'body  exactly  in  the  manner  that  it  was  when  a  private 
firm,  and  the  individual  directors  are  registered  chemists. 
rSo  also,  in  the  case  of  the  business  of  Dr.  Charles  Symes. 
'The  passing  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Bill  means 
that  such  businesses  as  these  will  no  longer  be  able  to 
.  use  the  titles  We  understand  that  such  concerns  now 
realise  that  they  are  exactly  in  the  same  category  as 
Boots,  and  do  not  like  the  idea  of  giving  up  their  titles. 
The  next  step  in  evolution  was  in  the  Bill  which  has  been 
superseded.  Into  it  Scotch  firms  or  co-partnerships  were 
brought  in  such  a  way  as  to  place  them  on  the  same  foot- 
ing as  csmpanies  with  regard  to  titles.  Now  the  third 
step  is  in  Section  5,  which  will  prohibit  historic  firms 
from  continuing  the  old  names  in  association  with  Phar- 
macy Act  titles — e.g.,  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  will  (if  the  Bill  pass)  no 
longer  be  able  to  describe  his  firm  as 

John  Bell  &  Co., 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

That  would  be  an  offence  for  which  he  personally  would 
become  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  5/.  Mr.  Hills  has 
stated  that  30  per  cent,  of  the  businesses  in  Great  Britain 
will  be  affected  by  this  provision.  We  have  no  means  of 
•checking  the  statement,  but  Mr.  Hills  was  wholly 
altruistic  in  supporting  the  measure.  Besides  stopping 
chemists  from  continuing  trade  descriptions  which  are 
part  of  their  goodwill,  the  Bill,  by  Clause  2,  would  stop 
the  use  of  titles  by  executors  of  deceased  chemists — again 
a.  substantial  asset  is  to  be  sacrificed  and  presented  to  the 
■  qualified  assistant  who  is  appointed  manager  of  the  busi- 
ness. In  all  this  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  relentless  con- 
sistency. It  would  have  been  good  to  have  had  as  un- 
bending support  of  the  principle  of  the  qualified  direc- 
torate. The  practice  of  that  principle  is  exemplified  in 
the  businesses  with  which  Mr.  Southall  and  Dr.  Symes 
are  concerned.  We  simply  advocated  the  extension 
of '  the  principle  to  all  retail  drug  businesses  car- 
ried on  by  limited  companies ;  it  is  surely  to  the 
public  advantage  that  individual  responsibility  exercised 
Ifoy  private  trading  firms  should  be  extended  to  company 
[businesses.  This  was  all  that  was  asked,  and  it  is  a  prin- 
ciple with  which  all  the  more  important  drug  companies 
would  have  conformed,  for  it  is  only  in  the  case  of  depart- 
mental stores  and  one-man  companies  that  there  was  any 
serious  objection  to  the  qualified  directorate  principle. 
The  deliberate  rejection  of  the  clause  is  almost  an  intima- 
tion to  existing  companies  that  their  qualified  directors 
>are  not  necessary.  We  do  not  anticipate  less  difficulty 
with  the  titles  proposal  than  there  has  been  with  the 
■directorate  clause.  There  will  probably  be  more,  for 
•chemists  themselves  cannot  be  expected  meekly  to  bow  to 
a  proposal  to  rob  them  of  a  valuable  trade  asset.  This 
is  where  the  Exeter  Chemists'  Association  has  come 
in,  but  there  is  one  point  which  ought  in  fairness  to  be 
mentioned — viz.,  that  Clause  5  does  not  appear  to  pro- 
hibit absolutely   the   style   of   description   which  some 


chemists  have  on  principle  employed  for  years,  and  which 
may  be  thus  illustrated  : 

Blank  &  Co. 
(James  Jones  and  John  Smith), 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

If  the  terms  of  Clause  5  will  prohibit  such  descripj 
tions,  the  clause  ought  to  be  amended  or  ended.  A  trading 
name  is  a  business  asset  which  few  men  can  afford  t< 
destroy,  but  as  far  as  we  can  learn  no  effort  has  beeij 
made  to  present  to  the  Joint  Committee  the  views  her 
expressed,  should  the  Society's  Bill  be  considered.  Thij 
can  be  done  individually  by  persons  and  firms  who  ar' 
affected  by  the  proposals,  or  united  action  may  be  taker 


British  Indian  Trade. 

The  annual  tables  of  figures  relating  to  the  foreign  con 
merce  of  British  India  for  the  financial  year  1906-7,  whic 
have  just  been  issued  by  the  India  Office,  again  show 
steady  expansion  in  the  volume  of  business,  the  totals  heir 
larger  than  in  any  year  during  the  past  quinquennium.  Tl 
value  of  the  aggregate  trade  was  241,264,000/.,  as  compare 
with  225,217,000/.  in  1905-6,  these  figures  including  se 
borne,  land,  frontier  trade,  specie  and  Government  store 
Last  year  the  net  exports  of  merchandise  were  39,621,00C 
and  the  net  imports  of  treasure  25,908,000/.,  making  the  e 
cess  of  exports  13,713,700/.,  which,  compared  with  1905- 
is  seven  millions  less.  Excluding  specie,  Governme 
stores  and  land  frontier  trade,  the  figures  may  be  condenst 
as  follows  (in  millions  of  pounds)  :

Deaths  under  Anaesthetics. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo,  Coroner  of  London  City  and  Southwark, 
vhose  investigations  in  regard  to  deaths  under  anaesthetics 
jave  been  recorded  in  the  C.  &■  D.  from  time,  to  time,  has 
ommunicated  a  paper  on  the  subject  to  the  medical 
ournals.  He  deals  in  it  with  the  number  of  fatalities  in 
he  three  Kingdoms,  concluding  that  the  present  data  are 
mperfect,  and  especially  so  in  regard  to  Ireland  and  Scot- 
and.  In  consequence  of  this  imperfection  it  is  impossible 
o  form  trustworthy  conclusions  as  to  the  absolute  ratio  of 
atalities  to  administrations,  or  as  to  the  relative  proportion 
jf  deaths  to  administrations  in  the  case  of  particular  anaes- 
thetic drugs.  Dr.  Waldo  makes  several  recommendations 
or  improving  the  collection  of  data,  and  suggests  a  Royal 
Jommission  on  the  subject.  It  will  be  observed  from  our 
Parliamentary  news  that  the  matter  is  to  be  brought  before 
he  House  of  Cwmmons. 

Wanted,  a  Plaster. 

"Diachylon  plaster  in  the  unspread  form."  This  is  an 
■ntry  in  the  poison  schedule  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Iraft  Bill.  As  every  chemist  knows,  it  is  put  there  with  a 
>iew  to  checking  the  illegal  use  of  diachylon  by  women. 
It  appears  not  to  be  known  by  the  framers  of  the  Bill  that 
eheduling  the  plaster  "  in  the  unspread  form  "  will  not  do 
Wh  good.  Women  who  take  diachylon  with  the 
dea  of  procuring  abortion  are  beginning  to  realise  that 
mying  it  in  the  lump  creates  suspicion,  so  they  get  the 
irdinary  spread  plaster,  warm  it,  and  scrape  off  enough 
rom  a  pennyworth  to  induce  uterine  contraction.  It  is 
loubtful,  therefore,  whether  the  entry  in  the  proposed 
'chedule  will  entirely  check  the  evil  it  is  designed  to  abate. 
Derhaps  a  spread  plaster  which  is  useless  as  an  abortive 
■ould  be  designed.  Diachylon  has  held  its  position  as  a 
faster-mass  for  many  centuries,  but  it  looks  as  if  its  use 
vill  have  to  be  checked  in  some  way  on  account  of  the  abuse 
o  which  it  is  put. 

A  Chance  for  Chemists. 

The  Italian  Government  have  laid  a  tempting  bait  for 
hemists,  technical  and  scientific,  and  particularly  for 
hose  expert  in  the  distillation  of  essential  oils.  By  Royal 
jlecree  of  March  8  an  international  competition  is  invited 
io  produce  the  best  process  from  the  economic  and  indus- 
rial  points  of  view  for  the  extraction  of  the  oils  of  lemon 
ind  bergamot.  A  prize  of  10,000  lire  is  at  the  disposal 
)f  the  jury,  and  applications  for  competition  must  be 
odged  with  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  not  later  than 
January  1,  1909.  if  the  method  of  extraction  suggested 
s  purely  mechanical,  or  if  mechanical  apparatus  is  com- 
prised in  it,  the  application  should  state  the  weight  of 


same,  its  power  and  method  of  action.  The  practicability 
and  economy  of  the  process  will  be  examined  by  a  special 
committee  to  be  named  by  the  Ministry.  The  trials  of 
the  apparatus  and  of  the  methods  of  extraction  admitted 
to  the  competition  will  be  carried  out  at  the  cost  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Adjudication  Committee.  The  depositors  of  the 
competing  apparatus,  whether  constructed  in  Italy  or 
abroad,  will  be  considered  as  agents  for  the  makers,  ancJ 
to  them  the  award  will  be  made. 

The  Medical  and  Dentists'  Registers. 

The  "Medical  Register"  for  1908,  which  has  just  been 
published  (Spottiswoode  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  10s.  6d.) ,  shows  that  the 
medical  profession  has  not  lost  any  of  its  attractions,  there 
being  at  the  end  of  1907  the  record  number  of  39,827  names 
on  the  register.  The  average  for  the  last  five  years  hae 
been  38,975,  but  this  year  the  number  of  removals  (989)  has 
been  much  above  the  average,  so  that  the  figures  are  all 
the  more  remarkable.  The  register  is  the  official  record  of 
medical  men  prepared  under  the  Medical  Act,  1858,  with 
a  view  to  enabling  the  public  to  distinguish  qualified  from, 
unqualified  practitioners.  There  is  a  small  number  of. 
doctors  who  are  not  registered  because  they  do  not' 
practise,  but  this  hardly  affects  the  total.  The  number  on 
the  register  in  1876  was  22.200,  so  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  this  is  doubled.  It  is  a  striking  contrast  to  the 
pharmaceutical  registers.  The  "  Dentists'  Register."  which 
is  also  to  hand  (Spottiswoode  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  3s.  4d.),  shows  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  registered  dentists  from  4.772 
to  4,893.  the  small  increase  being  accounted  for  by  the 
steady  diminution  that  takes  place  each  year  in  the  number 
of  those  registered  in  1878  on  the  passing  of  the  Dentists  - 
Act.  The  graduates  seem  to  favour  the  Royal  College  of 
Surgeons  of  England  as  the  medium  of  their  qualification, 
those  so  qualified  comprising  34  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 
We  note  that  for  the  first  time  the  Victoria  Univer- 
sity of  Manchester  has  contributed  licentiates  in  dental 
surgery  to  the  register,  two  with  the  Manchester  degree 
ha"ving  been  added  last  year.  The  Universities  of  Binning 
ham  and  Dublin  have  one  dental  diplomate  each  to  thei:- 
credit.  The  Harvard  and  Michigan  graduates  remain  the 
same  in  number  as  last  year.  Both  these  registers  are 
useful  to  chemists  who  cater  for  the  better  class  of  cus- 
tomers, as  such  people  like  to  be  satisfied  of  the  qualification 
of  their  medical  attendant,  and  often  appeal  to  the  chemist 
to  supply  the  information.

AN  inquiry  was  opened  at  Hammersmith  Coroner's  Couit 
on  March  21,  by  Mr.  Luxmoore  Drew,  into  the  death  of 
Richard  Smith  (47),  who  had  been  employed  at  the  Franco- 
British  Exhibition.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
deceased  was  taken  ill  while  at  work,  and  was  treated  for 
diarrhoea  by  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Corps  at  the  works. 
The  illness  continued,  and  on  March  14  his  wife  pur- 
chased from  Mr.  J.  Thomson,  chemist,  Goldhawk  Road,  a 
bottle  of  diarrhoea-mixture.  The  directions  on  the  bottle 
were  that  a  dose  was  to  be  given  every  two  hours  until  the 
diarrhoea  stopped,  but  in  the  first  hour  deceased  had  three 
doses,  and  by  the  following  morning  he  had  finished  the 
bottle.  During  the  day  he  was  drowsy  and  so  peculiar  that 
in  the  evening  Dr.  Bateson,  jun.,  was  called  in.  Dr. 
Bateson  prescribed  another  mixture,  of  which  several  doses 
were  given,  and  next  day  Dr.  Bateson,  sen.,  called  and 
stopped  the  medicine  which  his  son  had  given.  In  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day  deceased  became  worse,  and  Dr. 
Fawcett  was  called  in  and  attended  deceased  until  he  died 
the  same  night.  In  his  evidence  Dr.  Fawcett  said  he  found 
deceased  in  a  comatose  state,  for  which  he  could  not 
account.  He  learned  from  the  chemist  that  the  mixture 
that  had  been  sold  for  the  man  contained  opium.  Mr. 
George  Carmichael  Low,  pathologist  at  the  West  London 
Hospital,  gave  as  his  opinion  that  death  was  due  to  opium 
poisoning.  Thereupon  Mr.  Drew  ordered  an  adjournment 
of  the  inquiry  for  the  attendance  of  other  witnesses. 

At  the  resumed  inquiry  on  March  23,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones,  barrister-at-law,  appeared  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Thomson, 
the  chemist.    Dr.  Fawcett  was  recalled  and  cross-examined 
fay  Mr.  Glyn-Jones.   He  said  that  80  minims  of  tincture  of 
opium  taken  during  a  period  of  sixteen  hours  at  intervals 
•  of  two  hours  might  possibly,  but  not  probably,  result 
fatally.    A  10-minim  dose  of  opium,  however,  was  a  large 
dose.   It  would  certanly  make  a  difference  if  three  doses  in 
one  hour  were  given  instead  of  one.    Mr.  Low,  also  re- 
called, said  that  opium  was  a  cumulative  poison  in  persons 
with  kidney-disease ;  the  autopsy  he  had  made  showed  that 
deceased  had  only  a  fatty  condition  of  the  kidneys,  and  not 
Blight's  disease.    Mr.  Herbert  Hewitt,  dispenser  at  the 
Holborn  Union,  said  he  prepared  the  mixture  for  the  St. 
John's  Ambulance  Society  that  was  given  to  deceased  at 
the  works-    The  mixture  contained  sal  volatile,  prepared 
chalk,  bicarbonate  of  potash,  spirit  of  chloroform,  and 
3-minim  doses  of  laudanum.  Tincture  of  opium,  he  said,  is 
a  usual  ingredient  in  diarrhoea-mixtures.    Speaking  from  a 
thirty  years'  experience,  he  thought  10  to  15  minims  every 
three  or  four  hours  a  usual  dose.   Dr.  C.  L.  Bateson  deposed 
that  when  called  to  the  deceased  he  had  a  history  of  diar- 
rhoea for  five  days.    He  was  told  of  the  bottle  of  medicine 
supplied  by  the  chemist,  but  he  did  not  know  what  it  con- 
tained.   At  that  time  there  was  no  sign  of  drowsiness  or 
any  symptom  to  lead  him  to  suspect  opium.    He  concluded 
that  deceased  had  a  chill  and  consequent  diarrhoea,  and 
gave  a  mixture  of  chalk  and  opium — 30  minims  of  opium  in 
sixteen  doses,  the  mixture  to  be  taken  every  hour.    Had  he 
known  that  there  was  opium  in  the  medicine  supplied  by  the 
chemist,  he  would  not  have  continued  the  opium  treatment. 
He  was  surprised  to  learn  that  the  man  had  died  from 
opium  taken  before  the  time  that  witness  saw  him.  The 
evidence  of  Dr.  John  Bateson,  father  of  the  previous 
witness,  was  that  when  he  saw  the  patient  he  found  him 
drowsy,  and  told  his  wife  not  to  give  any  more  of  the 
medicine.    He  concluded  that  deceased  was  slightly  under 
the  influence  of  opium  from  the  small  doses  given  by  his  son. 
As  the  diarrhoea  had  stopped  he  gave  a  stimulant  of  strych- 
nine and  acid.    In  his  opinion  the  cause  of  death  was  not 
opium-poisoning,    but    was    interstitial    nephritis.  Mr. 
Low,  again  recalled,  said  the  post-mortevi  showed  that  there 
was  no  interstitial  nephritis,  and  he  did  not  agree  that 
strychnine  was  an  antidote  to  opium.    Dr.  Fawcett  corro- 
borated Mr.  Low,  and  said  he  preferred  atropine  as  an 
antidote  for  opium.    The  bottle  which  had  contained  the 
mixture  was  put  in.    It  bore  the  following  on  the  label  : 

J.  Thomson.  Chemist  by  Examination.  The  mixture. 
Two  tablespoonfuls  every  two  hours  until  the  diarrhoea  has 
ceased.    Ravensc^urt  Drug-stores,  161  Goldhawk  Road,  W.  ! 


The  widow  stated  that  she  understood  she  was  to  give  ! 
the  medicine  every  hour.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  deceased  had 
a  dose  at  5  o'clock,  another  at  5.20,  and  another  at  6  o'clock. 
He  then  slept  till  8  o'clock,  and  had  the  fourth  dose;  at 
■  10  o'clock  he  had  the  fifth,  and  the  other  three  he  had  durin"- 
the  night.  He  also  had  seven  doses  of  Dr.  Bateson's 
medicine  during  the  following  night  and  next  morning. 

Dr.  Bateson,  jun.,  said  the  mixture  he  prescribed  con- 
tained bicarbonate  of  potash,  nux  vomica,  chalk  mixture, 
and  tincture  of  opium  (2  minims  to  the  dose). 

James  Thomson,  chemist  and  druggist,  161  Goldhawk  I 
Road,  W.,  deposed  that  when  Mrs.  Smith  went  to  him  and  j 
stated  that  her  husband  was  suffering  from  diarrhoea  he 
suggested  a  mixture  which  he  made  up  from  a  well-known 
formula.    In  reply  to  the  Coroner,  he  said  that  chemists  ! 
are  allowed  to  prescribe  in  that  way,  but  it  is  out  of  their 
province  to  examine  a  patient  or  to  have  a  consultation.  He  ! 
selected  the  mixture,  but  did  not  tell  the  woman  that  it 
contained  opium.    It  was  composed  of  dilute  sulphuric 
acid,  tincture  of  opium  (10-minim  doses),  tincture  of  ginger, 
and  chloroform-water.    He  treated  it  as  dispensing  a 
prescription.    The  Coroner  said  that  opium  came  under 
the  second  part  of   the   Schedule.    Witness  said  that 
the  requirements  were  not  necessary  if  it  was  treated  as  a  I 
dispensing  transaction.    The  Coroner  read  Section  17,  and  ' 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  the  point  raised  was  that  of  "dis- 
pensing." 

The  Coroner  :  Did  you  make  an  entry  of  the  prescription  in 
your  book  ? — No,  sir. 

Why  ? — It  was  an  error  on  my  part. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  there  had  never  been  a  decision  on  the 
point  of  prescribing. 

The  Coroner  said  that  under  the  Apothecaries  Act  chemists 
must  not  diagnose  disease  and  select  the  remedy. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  pointed  out  that  the  chemist  did  not 
diagnose  the  disease.  He  was  told  what  it  was.  He  simply 
supplied  the  medicine,  and  that  was  not  contrary  to  the 
Apothecaries  Act,  which  said  "  diagnose  internal  disease  and 
to  apply  a  remedy." 

The  Coroner :  There  was  a  conviction  for  prescribing  for  a 
diarrhoea  patient  years  ago. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones^  said  there  had  been  many  cases  by  the 
Apothecaries'  Society  of  people  who  had  habitually  treated 
disease,  and  practically  kept  a  doctor's  shop. 

Continuing,  Mr.  Thomson  said  he  had  been  demonstrator 
in  a  school  of  pharmacy,  and  had  lectured  on  the  properties 
of  opium.  He  had  kept  himself  up  to  date  in  the  history  of 
toxic  drugs,  and  he  had  never  heard  of  a  case  in  which  opium 
given  in  such  small  quantities  as  he  had  given  it  had 
proved  fatal. 

A  discussion  ensued  between  the  Coroner  and  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  last  paragraph  in  Section  15 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  that  chemists  should  not  "  practise 
medicine  or  surgery."  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that  it  had 
no  reference  to  makers  of  this  kind  at  all.  The  Coroner 
contended  that  the  chemist  had  treated  diarrhoea, 
which  was  an  internal  disease,  and  he  had  selected 
the  remedy,  and  that,  he  (the  Coroner)  considered, 
amounted  to  prescribing.  In  summing  up  he  said  that 
the  whole  question  turned  on  that  point.  There  was  no 
doubt  that  the  chemist  had  selected  the  medicine  and  had 
done  a  thing  which  was  certainly  open  to  very  grave  ques- 
tion. The  woman  was  not  told  of  the  danger,  and  the 
bottle  was  not  labelled  "  Poison  "  ;  and  although  she  was 
clearly  wrong  in  not  sticking  to  the  directions,  yet,  had 
she  known  it  was  dangerous,  she  would  have  been  more 
careful.  He  did  not  think  the  case  was  one  of  criminal 
or  culpable  negligence,  but  it  was  an  extremely  reckless 
thing  to  give  opium  indiscriminately  to  everybody  who  had 
this  complaint  independently  of  the  cause. 

After  a  long  deliberation  in  private  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  death  from  opium  poisoning  due  to  misadventure, 
but  added  a  rider  desiring  the  Coroner  to  caution  the  chemist 
severely  against  prescribing  medicine  indiscriminately,  and 
especially  for  giving  poison  without  a  caution. 

A  New  Use  for  Soap  Solution. — Hitherto  kerosene  emul- 
sion has  been  used  as  a  preventive  of  mosquito-blight  in  tea. 
Efforts  have  been  made  at  the  Kanny  Koory  Insectarium 
to  discover  a  cheaper  method  of  combating  the  blight.  As 
a  result  Mr.  Antram  reports  to  the  Indian  Tea  Associa- 
tion that  a  soap  solution  of  1  lb.  of  primrose  bar  to 
20  gals,  of  water  forms  an  effectual  insecticide. 
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Sanoalwooo  Oil

NUMBER  of  notes  have  recently  been  published  with 
X  the  object  of  showing  that  the  standards  usually 
dopted  for  sandalwood  oil  are  considerably  too  stringent, 
'he  latest  of  these  is  that  by  Dohme  and  Engelhardt 
"American  Journal  of  Pharmacy,"  February  1908),  which 
,as  already  received  notice  in  this  journal.  During  the 
ast  fifteen  years  I  have  had  many  hundreds  of  samples 
f  sandalwood  oil  through  my  hands  distilled  by  the 
fading  English,  German,  Dutch,  and  French  distillers.  Ot 
tiese  hundreds  of  samples  I  have  up  till  quite  recently 
nly  found  about  half-a-dozen  which  did  not  comply  with 
lie  usual  official  requirements.  The  half-dozen  or  so,  all 
istilled  by  firms  of  the  highest  repute,  differed  from  the 
fficial  standards  slightly  in  either  specific  gravity,  optical 
otation,  or  solubility.  Such  abnormal  samples  have  been 
little  more  frequent  during  the  past  year,  a  point 
hich  I  will  refer  to  later. 

It  is  a  well-established  fact,  as  I  pointed  out  oyer  ten 
oars  ago,  that  the  early,  middle,  and  last  fractions  of 
mdahvood  oil  differ  from  one  another  to  a  marked  degree, 
ad  consequently  the  distillate  should  never  be  separated 
ntil  the  given  batch  of  wood  is  exhausted.  That  this  is 
ot  always  done  is  well  known,  especially  in  certain  French 
istilleries,  where  the  oil  is  separated  off  and  dealt  with 
efore  the  distillation  is  finished.  In  such  cases  it  is 
atural  that  the  oil  should  be  abnormal.  But  where  the 
ital  distillate  is  found  to  be  slightly  abnormal,  it  is  so 
jsy  to  bulk  it  with  other  normal  oil  that,  as  has  been 
nphasised  by  Bennett  and  myself,  it  would  be  very  unwise 
laterially  to  widen  the  limits  for  official  sandalwood  oil 
3  as  to  admit  a  few  abnormal  oils,  since  it  would  encourage 
dulteration  to  the  extent  of  keeping  within  those  limits, 
he  result  of  that  would  be  that  for  every  genuine  abnormal 
1  admitted  probably  ten  adulterated  samples  would  also 
3  passed  as  pure. 

Taking  Messrs.  Dohme  and  Engelhardt's  suggestions 
riatim,  I  have  the  following  criticisms  to  offer  : 

1.  They  advocate  the  alteration  of  the  optical  rotation  to 
—  12°  to  —20°.  To  this  I  very  strongly  object.  Not  one 
sample  in  fifty,  in  my  experience,  ever  falls  below  —16°,  and 
a  rare  case  of;  say,  —14°  to  —15°  only  requires  bulking  with 
an  oil  of  —18°  or  so  to  make  the  bulking  normal.  To  reduce 
the  figure  to  —12°  would  encourage  the  use  of  a  little  more 
of  a  favourite  adulterant  now  used. 

2.  The  U.S.P.  solubility-test  of  1  in  5  at  30°  C.  or  our  own 
of  l  in  6,  presumably  at  20°  C,  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  very 
fair  one.  These  solubilities  are  well  supported  by  the  ex- 
perience of  Potlivet,  and  should  not,  in  my  opinion,  be 
changed.  I  have  only  met  with  three  cases  of  pure  oil 
which  failed  to  satisfy  this  test,  and  they  were  probably 
'old  oils  or  oils  distilled  from  old  wood. 

I  am,  however,  pleased  to  note  that  Messrs.  Dohme  and 
aglehardt  do  place  considerable  reliance  on  the  santalol 
jilue,  the  criterion  of  purity  I  advocated  some  twelve 
[ars  ago.  The  experience  of  many  years  has  led  both 
:nnett  and  myself  to  maintain  the  following  as  efficient 
ndards  (vide  C.  <L-  D.  1907,  71,  19)  : 

Specific  gravity,  0.975  to  0.982. 
Optical  rotation,  -16°  to  -20°. 
Refractive  index,  1.5030  at  least. 
Esters  (as  santalyl  acetate),  4  to  6.5  per  cent. 
Total  santalol,  90  per  cent,  at  least. 
Soluble  in  five  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol. 
Rotation  of  first  10  per  cent,  distilled,  —16°  at  least. 
Rotation  of  second  10  per  cent,  distilled,  —16°  at  least. 

That  these  standards  are  not  unreasonable  is  supported  by 
e  statement  of  Schimmel  &  Co.  ("Report,"  October  1907), 
io  say  :  "  Although  pure  East  Indian  oils  may  possibly 
casionally  fail  to  answer  these  requirements,  Parry  and 
nnett  are  correct  in  cautioning  against  a  corresponding 
deration  in  the  limits  of  these  values."  The  only  point 
difference  is  that  Schimmel  &  Co.  prefer  0.985  as  the 
per  'imit  of  specific  gravity.  Dohme  and  Engelhardt 
ve  stated  that  they  do  not  consider  the  optical  rota- 
>n  and  acid  and  ester  numbers  of  importance  in  judging 
e  value  of  sandal  oil.   From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen 


that  Bennett  and  myself  totally  disagree  with  this,  and 
Schimmel  &  Co.  ("  Report,"  April  1907)  state  :  "  Contrary  to 
Dohme  and  Engelhardt,  we  consider  the  optical  rotation 
and  also  the  acid  and  ester  numbers  very  useful  factors 
in  judging  the  oil;  the  rotation,  particularly,  supplies  fre- 
quently important  information  as  to  whether  and  with 
what  substance  an  oil  is  adulterated." 

There  is,  I  think,  a  quite  reasonable  explanation  of  the 
fact  that  more  abnormal  samples  have  been  noticed  quite 
recently  than  has  usually  been  found  to  be  the  case.  I 
am  informed  on  excellent  authority  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  very  old  and  sometimes  somewhat  rotten  wood 
has  been  disposed  of  by  the  Government  sellers  during  the 
past  year  or  so,  and  that  the  abnormal  oil  in  all  probability 
is  the  product  of  such  old  or  rotten  wood. 


(Blpcetracta  or  (Btycctracts.

GLYCERIN  is  well  known  to  be  a  good  all-round  sol- 
vent and  preservative  for  medicinal  substances.  As 
Marshall  remarks,  "  Substances  which  are  soluble  in  water 
and  insoluble  in  alcohol  are  to  some  extent  soluble  in 
glycerin."  It  should  be  noted  that,  as  a  general  rule, 
glycerin  extracts  must  contain  at  least  25  per  cent,  of 
glycerin  to  preserve  them.  A  glycero-alcoholic  tincture 
of  cinchona  was  suggested  in  1895  by  F.  Davis,  but  this 
only  contained  10  per  cent,  of  glycerin. 

Formula?  have  been  published  (e.g.,  "Pharmaceutical 
Formulas,"  p.  803,  and  "Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  p.  702^ 
for  glycerin  tinctures,  and  are  in  use  for  glycerinated 
preparations  using  alcohol,  either  to  extract  the  drug  at 
the  commencement  or  to  be  included  in  the  finished  pro- 
duct; but  "glycetracts"  aim  at  the  exclusion  of  alcohol, 
they  contain  as  a  general  rule  50  per  cent,  glycerin. 

A  communication  to  the  New  Jersey  Pharmaceutical 
Association  was  made  in  June  1907  ("  Americal  Journal  of 
Pharmacy,"  1907,  p.  410)  on  a  method  of  preparing 
"  fluidglycerates,"  representing  the  fiuidextracta  of  the 
U.S.  P.,  notably  the  fluidglycerate  of  krameria  was 
described.  I  have  elaborated  and  extended  the  idea  to 
other  drugs.  Franklin's  method  of  making  liquid  extract 
of  cascara  sagrada  should  also  be  noted.  This  was  de- 
scribed at  the  Manchester  Conference  last  year. 

It  need  hardly  be  stated  that  there  is  something  to  be 
learnt  concerning  the  method  of  making  every  "  glyce- 
tract  " — i.e.,  the  various  drugs  require  individual  treat- 
ment. 

With  alkaloidal  drugs  a  small  proportion  of  an  acid  is 
obviously  necessary,  but  many  drugs  containing  simple 
bitters  and  the  like  can  certainly  be  extracted  quite  as 
well  with  glycerin  as  with  alcoholic  or  aqueous  menstrua. 

"Glycetracts"  in  general  have  the  advantage  of  misci- 
bility  and  compatibility  with  aqueous  vehicles,  with  ex- 
ceptions (those  made  with  acid  would  be  incompatible  with 
alkalis).  Many  of  them  are  suitable  both  for  internal  and 
local  use ;  they  keep  well,  are  cheap,  and,  being  free  from 
alcohol,  are  suitable  for  export. 

The  following  glycetracts  which  I  have  prepared  are 
perfectly  miscible  with  water,  forming  a  clear  solution  :

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Mode  of  Preparation. 

1.  For  drugs  containing  water-soluble  constituents, 
bitters,  tannin  principles,  and  some  flavouring  agents  : 

(a)  Percolation-process. — For  those  drugs  which  will  per- 
colate satisfactorily  without  "  blocking  "  this  method  is  to 
be  preferred.  Macerate  the  powdered  drug  100  in  glycerin 
50  and  water  200  for  twenty-four  hours,  then  commence  per- 
colation. Reserve  the  first  50  of  percolate  (this  will  be 
found  in  practise  much  better  than  the  "  60  "  mentioned  in 
"  Am.  Jl.  Ph."),  and  continue  percolation  with  chloroform- 
water  (1  in  1,000)  until  exhausted.  Evaporate  the  liquor  to 
50  and  add  to  the  reserved  portion. 

My  experiments  show  that  this  percolation  method  is 
suitable  for  calumba,  cascara  (1  per  cent,  of  strong  solu- 
tion of  ammonia  to  be  added),  digitalis,  gentian, 
hamamelis  leaves,  krameria,  rhubarb,  sarsaparilla,  senega, 
taraxacum,  valerian,  and  Virginian  prune  bark.  In  the 
case  of  cascara  I  find  the  yield  of  extractive  the  same  as 
by  the  method  of  Franklin. 

(b)  Maceration-process — i.e.,  for  drugs  which  will  not 
percolate  satisfactorily.  Macerate  crushed  drug  100  in  a 
hot  mixture  of  glycerin  50  and  water  200  for  six  hours, 
press  off,  and  repeat  maceration  with  hot  water  twice. 
Combine  liquors  and  evaporate  to  100. 

My  experiments  show  that  this  is  suitable  for  chiretta, 
liquorice  (cold  maceration),  quassia,  senna  (cold  macera- 
tion), squills  (cold  maceration). 

2.  Alkaloidal  Drugs  : 

For  drugs  containing  alkaloids  I  recommend  to  percolate, 
wherever  possible,  crushed  drug  100,  with  a  mixture  of 
glycerin  50,  acetic  acid  9,  and  water  191,  and  proceed  other- 
wise as  under  1  (a),  making  the  final  product  100  containing 
about  3  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid. 

This  method  my  experiments  show  to  be  applicable 
for  aconite,  belladonna,  cinchona,  colchicum,  conium, 
ergot,  gelsemium,  hydrastis,  hyoscyamus,  ipecacuanha, 
jaborandi,  and  nux  vomica.  Experiments  which  I  have 
conducted  show  that  a  larger  proportion  of  acid  does  not 
seem  to  yield  better  alkaloidal  results. 

The  acetic  glycerin  mixture  does  its  work  fairly  well, 
and  extracts  the  bulk  of  the  alkaloids  in  most  cases.  The 
marcs  left  over,  after  being  pressed  dry,  were  percolated 
with  alcohol  and  were  found  to  be,  practically  speaking, 
exhausted,  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  Hydrochloric 
acid  might  yield  better  figures,  but  there  are  some  objec- 
tions to  its  use. 

I  conclude  that  by  one  or  other  of  the  above  methods 
the  bulk  of  the  active  ingredients  can  be  extracted ;  there 
is  some  unavoidable  loss  with  the  alkaloidal  drugs. 

"  Glycetracts  "  of  those  drugs  which  do  not  form  clear 
liquids  with  water  can,  if  preferred  perfectly  miscible,  be 
replaced  by  an  aqueous  extractive,  evaporating  and  mixing 
a  sufficiency  of  glycerin  with  the  warm  liquor.  Alkaloidal 
drugs  should,  however,  be  handled  by  the  method  given 
under  No.  2,  and  the  fact  of  these  forming  opalescent 
mixtures  with  water  cannot  well  be  obviated. 

Glycetracta  are  of  1  =  1  strength,  the  dose  being  the 
equivalent  in  volume  to  the  dose  of  the  drug,  excepting 
the  following,  for  which  standards  as  below  are  suggested  :

In  Switzerland  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  there  were 
520  .pharmaoies  managed  by  qualified  Swiss  pharmacists. 
Of  the  401  assistants,  twenty-one  were  ladies,  and  of  fifty- 
nine  apprentices  the  fair  sex  claimed  eight. 


DR.  G.  LINDSAY  JOHNSON  lectured  before  the  In- 
stitute of  Ophthalmic  Opticians  at  Cannon  Street 
Hotel,  London,  E.C.,  on  March  25,  on  bifocal  lenses.  The 
first  part  of  the  lecture  dealt  with  the  fundamental  pro- 
perties of  lenses,  the  three  sources  of  power  in  a  lens — 
curvature  of  the  surface,  refractive  index,  and  thickness 
of  the  lens — being  separately  treated.  Dr.  Johnson  gave  a 
simplified  optical  formula  to  demonstrate  what  he  called 
"the  law  of  conservation  of  energy  in  lenses"  and  his 
system  of  "thumb-nail  arithmetic.''  Next  referring  to 
the  various  kinds  of  bifocal  spectacle-lenses,  the  Franklin 
or  split  lenses  were  shown  on  the  screen,  with  straight 
junction  and  also  the  semi-lunar  form.  Then  cemented 
lenses  and  ground  bifocals  were  dealt  with.  In  regard  to 
the  latter  Dr.  Johnson  stated  that  the  objections  are  that 
the  ground  junction  has  a  prismatic  effect,  and  that  the 
lenses  are  not  so  elegant  as  the  Borsch  lenses,  which  were 
next  described.  In  the  Borsch  lens  a  piece  of  glass  of  a 
higher  refractive  index  is  fitted  into  the  lower  part  of  a 
spectacle-lens,  and  the  two  are  welded  together  by  exposure 
to  a  heat  just  below  the  melting-point  of  the  glass.  The 
difficulty  of  imprisoned  air  between  the  two  glasses  has 
been  overcome  by  Brown's  device  of  so  grinding  the  inser- 
tion-lens that  it  touches  the  hollow  of  the  primary  lens  in 
the  centre  first,  and  as  the  heat  increases  the  adhesion  pro- 
ceeds from  the  centre  to  the  sides,  so  pressing  out  the  air 
which  would  otherwise  be  imprisoned.  At  this  stage  Dr. 
Johnson  described  an  interesting  experiment  he  had  made 
in  the  manufacture  of  bifocal  lenses.  Into  the  centre  of  a 
pot  of  melted  glass  of  a  refractive  index  of  1.51  he  inserted 
a  well-heated  rod  of  glass  with  an  index  of  1.71.  The 
glass  was  allowed  to  cool  and  properly  annealed,  when  the 
pot  was  broken  off  and  the  plug  of  glass  cut  up,  cucumber, 
fashion,  so  that  the  centre  consists  of  the  glass  of  highest 
refractive  index.  Each  circle  of  glass  was  next  cut  up 
into  three  ellipsoid  pieces,  so  that  three  bifocal  spectacle- 
lenses  resulted.  The  difference  in  the  index  of  the  two 
glasses  is  sufficient  to  give,  with  appropriate  curvature,  a 
difference  of  4  D.  The  lecturer  stated  that  his  experiments 
did  not  result  in  any  monetary  advantage,  but  he  had  great 
hopes  of  a  new  lens  called  "  achromalta,"  invented  by  an 
American  named  Johnstone.  This  is  made  by  an  equally 
ingenious  method  of  taking  a  lump  of  melted  glass  on  the 
end  of  a  blow-pipe  and  dipping  it  into  a  pot  of  melted  glass 
of  different  refractive  index.  This  mixed  glass  is  then 
blown  into  a  cylinder  which  has  upon  the  inside  surface  a. 
series  of  bosses.  The  result  is  that  a  piece  of  glass  is 
obtained  which  can  be  ground  so  as  to  take  away  the  outer 
coating  of  glass  of  higher  refractive  index  on  the  raised 
portions  of  the  surface. 

The  last  part  of  the  lecture  was  of  great  interest,  being 
an  exposition  of  the  way  nature  provides  bifocal  arrange- 
ments in  the  eyes  of  certain  fishes  and  beetles.  This  was 
made  all  the  more  entertaining  by  lantern-slides  (some  by 
the  Lumiere  autochrome  process)  of  the  animals  referred  to. 
In  some  beetles  two  distinct  sets  of  eyes  are  provided,  one 
set  for  near  vision  and  the  other  for  viewing  distant 
objects.  A  kind  of  carp  was  instanced  where  the  upper  and 
lower  parts  of  the  eye  have  different  foci,  the  animal  floating 
on  the  surface  of  still  water  with  the  upper  part  of  the  eye 
in  air  and  the  lower  part  in  the  water.  Nature  manages  this 
by  providing  the  fish  with  an  oval  lens  placed  obliquely 
in  the  socket,  so  that  one  focus  is  made  through  the  short 
diameter  of  the  lens  and  the  other  through  the  long  one.  The 
two  images  cross  each  other  and  fall  on  distinct  retinas, 
the  fish  evidently  being  provided  with  a  brain  that  can 
interpret  the  separate  images  at  will.  Finishing  his  lecture, 
Dr.  Johnson  said  that  to  get  ideas  for  bifocal  lenses,  and, 
indeed,  for  any  other  invention,  nature  should  be  studied. 
There  are  plenty  of  notions  to  be  obtained  by  those  who  will 
look  for  them  in  nature.  All  the  science  we  have,  said  the 
lecturer,  is  only  a  poor  imitation  of  nature.  In  searching 
nature,  many  surprises  will  be  revealed  and  add  to  our 
stock  of  knowledge.

For  the  Optical  Trade. 

The  subjoined  realistic  description  of  a  myopic  man's 
feelings  on  first  using  a  pair  of  eye-glasses  might  be  usefully 
employed  as  a  four-page  folder  by  chemist-opticians  : 
"Whereas  I  was  Blind,  now  I  See." 

There  was  a  time  when  I  was  blind,  and  knew  not  that  I  was 
blind.  To  come  to  the  point  at  once,  my  eyesight  was  defec- 
tive, and  for  many  years  I  was  ignorant  of  that  fact.  None  of 
my  friends  or  acquaintances  could  tell  me.  They  did  not 
know  that  I  could  not  see  distinctly  further  than  10  in.  from 
my  eyes,  and  beyond  the  knowledge  that  I  was  "  short- 
sighted "  I  did  not  realise  how  clearly  it  is  possible  to  see 
objects  at  a  distance. 

One  day  I  entered  into  conversation  with  a  man  who  sold 
spectacles  and  other  optical  goods,  and  I  happened  to  mention 
that  my  eyes  ached  a  good  deal  at  times.  He  at  once  sug- 
gested that  perhaps  I  needed  glasses,  and  proceeded  to  test  my 
sight.  Lens  after  lens  was  tried  until  at  length  the  optician 
exclaimed,  '  Why,  you  must  have  been  in  need  of  glasses  for 
years  !  "  At  last  we  found  a  lens  with  which  I  could  read  the 
chart  easily,  and  I  was  supplied  with  a  pair  of  eye-glasses.  I 
carried  them  home  in  my  pocket,  being  ashamed  to  put  them 
on.  But  that  night,  in  the  bosom  of  my  family,  I  wore  the 
glasses.  What  a  difference !  How  clearly  I  could  see  the 
faces  of  my  wife  and  children,  the  pictures  on  the  walls,  and 
the  various  objects  about  the  house.  It  was  a  revelation  to 
me.  That  night  I  went  to  bed  happy  ;  but  never  dreamed  of 
the  good  things  yet  in  store. 

Next  morning  I  turned  out  for  the  office  wearing  my  glasses. 
Again,  what  a  difference  !  Why,  I  could  see  from  my  door 
right  away  to  the  end  of  the  street  and  clearly  distinguish  the 
persons  passing  there.  And  as  I  walked  along  everything 
had  a  new  aspect.  The  names  of  houses  I  could  now  read 
easily,  and  the  names  of  streets  through  which  I  had  walked 
daily  for  years  without  knowing  what  they  were  called  were 
distinctly  revealed.  I  boarded  a  'bus  and  mounted  to  a  seat 
by  the  driver.  What  a  new  world  was  opened  out  to  me  !  I 
took  the  glasses  off,  and  immediately  the  dim  and  hazy  picture 
to  which  I  had  been  accustomed  was  again  before  me.  I  put 
them  on  again.  Hey,  Presto  !  the  scene  is  changed  and  the 
whole  length  of  the  broad  thoroughfare  stretches  out  before 
me  as  clear  and  distinct  as  a  brilliantly  sharp  photograph. 

I  was  amazed.  All  that  day  and  for  weeks  afterwards  I 
lived  in  a  new  world.  Life  was  a  pleasure,  for  I  could  see 
what  I  had  never  seen  before.  The  faces  of  my  friends  across 
the  road,  of  the  preacher  in  the  pulpit,  the  speaker  on  the 
platform,  and  the  actors  on  the  stage,  were  now  something 
more  than  a  hazy  vision.  I  could  see  them  distinctly,  watch 
the  changing  expression  of  their  features,  and  my  heart  re- 
joiced that  at  last  I  had  learned  how  beautiful  the  world  is. 

And  often  since  I  have  thought,  How  many  are  ignorant, 
as  I  was,  of  the  wonderful  difference  a  pair  of  spectacles  would 


make  to  their  outlook  on  life  and  things  in  general.  And  I 
also  remember  the  many  punishments  inflicted  upon  one  of  my 
sisters  at  school,  because  she  so  frequently  answered,  "  I  don't 
know,"  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  she  had  not  been  able  to 
read  what  had  been  written  on  the  blackboard.  The  teachers 
thought  she  was  dull  and  stupid.  We  at  home  knew  she  was 
not ;  but  it  was  not  till  long  after  she  had  left  school  that  her 
defective  sight  was  recognised  as  the  cause.

First  Aid  for  the  Household. 

During  a  recent  round  of  visits  to  works  a  pharmacist 
among  the  crowd  noticed  how  frequent  were  the  first-aid 
cupboards,  replete  with  all  kinds  of  surgical  and  medical 
appliances  and  medicaments  calculated  to  be  of  use  in  case 
of  emergency.  They  were  suspended  from  the  walls  and  in 
easily  accessible  positions.  Could  not  such  a  thing  on  a 
smaller  scale  become  so  common  as  to  find  its  way  into  each 
household  ? 

There  are  such  cabinets,  of  course,  but  they  are  not  much 
pushed  by  makers,  who  should  find  it  profitable  to  advertise 
them  in  the  C.  &  D.

Hogg  showed  some  very  fine  views  illustrating  the  lecture. 
At  the  conclusion  a  vote  of  thanks,  proposed  by  Mr.  John 
Frackelton  and  seconded  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Jamison,  was  given 
to  the  President  for  his  lecture. 


Cumberland  and  Westmorland  Chemists' 
Association. 

Me.  W.  Townley  (Keswick),  Hon.  Secretary  of  this  As- 
sociation, has  issued  a  circular  letter  to  chemists  of  the 
district  in  regard  to  Clause  2  of  the  Government  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill.  As  this  clause  will  seriously  damage 
the  trade  of  all  chemists  in  Cumberland  and  Westmor- 
land who  sell  arsenical  sheep-dips  and  weed-killers,  he 
urges  every  chemist  to  write  directly  to  the  Chairman  of 
the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament  to 
oppose  the  clause  on  the  following  grounds  : 

1.  It  completely  reverses  the  principle  of  the  1868  Phar- 
macy Act,  which  insists  that  the  seller  of  poisons  must  be 
qualified  by  examination. 

2.  The  farmers  in  these  two  counties  attend  the  markets 
in  the  various  towns  weekly. 

3.  Many  chemists  periodically  solicit  orders  for  sheep- 
dip  from  farmers  at  their  homes,  auction  marts,  sheep-fairs, 
and  agricultural  shows. 

4.  The  competition  in  the  sale  of  sheep-dip  is  so  keen  that 
farmers  have  no  difficulty  in  procuring  it  at  a  reasonable 
price. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Restaurant  on  March  25, 
Mr.  F.  Pilkington-Sargeant  (President)  in  the  chair.  The 
object  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss 

The  Pharmacy  Bill 
introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Winfrey  on 
behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.    Mr.  Sargeant  sub- 
mitted the  following  motion  : 

The  Leeds  Chemists'  Association  welcomes  the  insistence 
on  the  personal  nature  of  the  titles  in  the  draft  Pharmacy 
Bill,  and,  this  insistence  being  uncompromisingly  main- 
tained, pledges  itself  to  assist  in  every  possible  way  the 
President  and  Council  in  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  phar- 
macy. 

He  said  that  it  had  been  considered  inadvisable  at  the 
present  time  to  go  further  in  the  discussion  of  the  Bill  than 
to  indicate  approval  of  the  insistence  on  the  value  of  the 
titles. — Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock  seconded  the  resolution. — Mr.  R. 
Broadhead  said  he  thought  it  was  very  necessary  that  all 
the  Associations  in  the  country  should  acknowledge  the 
efforts  now  being  made  by  the  Council  to  maintain  the 
title,  and  the  resolution  was  put  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  President  then  submitted  to  the  meeting  an  applica- 
tion from  the  Dewsbury  Association  for  the  support  of  the 
Leeds  Association  to  the  candidature  of  Mr.  Broadhead.

There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Horner  (Hon.  Sec- 
re  ry),  Ness  (Hon.  Treasurer),  Knight,  Waymouth,  Quant, 
tfirne,  and  Newlyn.  The  meeting  was  called  to  discuss 
e  increased  interest  taken  in  the  administration  of 
The  Pharmacy  Acts 
bj;is  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  and  the  more  detailed  and 
wi  jspread  prosecutions  now  being  carried  on  by  the  Pharma- 
ceical  Society  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  poisons." 
M  Horner  introduced  the  subject,  saying  that  in  considera- 
te of  the  numerous  prosecutions  now  taking  place  against 
en1  lists  as  well  as  unqualified  persons,  it  behoved  all  the 
rai  hers  of  the  Association  to  put  their  houses  in  order  and 
to  irry  out  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  regulating  the  sale  of 
Poms.  It  was  very  evident  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
so  sty  were  determined  to  fulfil  their  duty  as  prosecutors 


of  all  offenders  against  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  His  opinion  was 
that  if  any  preparation  contain  the  slightest  particle  of 
poison  included  in  Schedule  I.  it  should  be  labelled 
"  Poison  "  and  the  sale  entered  in  the  poison-book. 

Mr.  Knight,  in  a  vigorous  speech,  protested  against  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  prosecuting  qualified  chemists  unless 
they  are  guilty  of  a  flagrant  breach  of  the  Act.  The  Society 
was  formed  (1)  for  the  good  of  the  public  and  (2)  to  look 
after  the  interests  of  chemist  in  general,  to  educate  them,  to 
raise  the  tone  of  the  trade  and  to  help  its  members  to  conduct 
their  business  upon  a  higher  plane.  In  prosecuting  un- 
qualified men  it  appeared  to  him  they  were  adopting  an  un- 
dignified method  by  employing  spies  to  entrap  offenders,  and1 
it  would  seem  they  had  now  decided  to  adopt  the  same  tactics 
against  their  own  friends  and  supporters.  He  thought  the 
proprietors  should  be  held  responsible  and  not  the  poor  un- 
qualified assistant.  Chemists,  he  added,  are  a  careful,  con- 
scientious, and  law-abiding  body  of  men,  and  the  Society  had 
no  right  to  dictate  to  them  in  this  fashion,.  If  chemists 
break  the  law  let  the  police  prosecute,  not  the  Society.  Mr. 
Knight  then  gave  examples  illustrating  absurdities  of 
the  present  schedule. 

Mr.  Horner  said  the  Society  is  obliged  to  carry  out  the 
law  as  it  stands. 

Mr.  Young  contended  that  it  would  be  very  unfair  to  a 
large  body  of  unqualified  though  capable  assistants  if  they 
had  to  be  turned  adrift,  and  it  would  create  enormous 
difficulties  if  only  qualified  assistants  had  to  be  employed. 
Chemists  have  been  specially  trained  to  dispense  and  retail 
these  poisons  with  care  and  discretion,  and  instead  of 
harassing  chemists  who  are  struggling  to  make  a  living  it 
would  be  well  if  the  Society  turned  its  attention  to  the 
hundreds  of  unqualified  dealers  who,  without  any  training 
whatsoever,  sell  poisons  indiscriminately.  Chemists  who  are 
endeavouring  to  conduct  their  business  faithfully  upon 
legitimate  lines  should  not  be  persecuted,  or  we  may  well  ask 
to  be  saved  from  our  friends. 

Mr.  Bourne  and  Mr.  Quant  supported  the  action  of  the 
Society. 

The  debate  was  animated  and  instructive,  and  it  was 
eventually  agreed  (although  no  vote  was  taken)  that  ali 
should  try  to  carry  out  the  Act  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  law. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on  March  19, 
Mr.  W.  G.  Northey  (President)  in  the  chair,  when  Mr. 
R.  H.  Brittain  read  a  paper  on 

Practical  Perfumery. 

After  some  historical  remarks  the  author  spoke  on  the 
sense  of  smell,  stating  that  the  power  of  appreciation  of 
odour  varies  between  wide  limits,  and  as  a  rule  is  more 
highly  developed  in  males  than  in  females.  The  extremes  of 
sensibility  to  impressions  are  known  as  "hyperosmia"  and 
"  anosmia,"  the  latter  seldom  total  unless  some  accident  has 
been  sustained.  Berthelot  found  the  hyperosmia  so  de- 
veloped in  some  males  as  to  enable  them  to  detect  the  odour 
of  prussic  acid  in  a  solution  containing  1  in  2,000,000. 
Odour  is  believed  to  be  propagated  in  waves  somewhat 
similar  to  sound  waves,  the  necessary  energy  being  supplied 
by  the  chemical  action  of  oxygen  on  the  essential  oil,  resins, 
etc.,  nascent  O  and  C02  being  evolved.  These  waves 
stimulate  the  olfactory  nerves,  which  transmit  the  sensation 
to  the  brain.  The  greatest  number  of  pleasantly  odorous 
plants  are  to  be  found  in  Butacea,  Rosacea,  Umbellifercc, 
and  Primulacea ;  while,  as  regards  colour,  14  per  cent,  of 
white  flowers,  8  per  cent,  of  red,  6  per  cent,  of  yellow,  and; 
4  per  cent,  of  blue  are  sweet  smelling. 

The  author  then  referred  to  the  methods  by  which  natural 
perfumes  are  made  in  the  Alpes  Maritimes  district  of 
France,  and,  speaking  of  synthetic  perfumes,  said  that  it, 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  introduction  of  these  has  not 
had  the  effect  of  destroying  industry  in  natural  products — ■ 
in  fact,  it  has  had  an  opposite  effect,  because  synthetics  have 
popularised  perfumes  among  classes  which  previously  could 
not  pay  the  high  price  of  natural  extracts.  Another  effect 
has  been  the  inauguration  of  quite  a  new  school  in  Paris. 
The  old  standards,  such  as  essence  of  bouquet,  opoponax,. 
and  frangipanni,  no  longer  hold  undisputed  sway.  Syn- 
thetics have  made  possible  the  creation  of  new  types  of 
odour.    Ideal,  trefle,  farnesia,  chaminade — perfumes  which 
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could  never  have  been  prepared  from  natural  products  alone 
— are  typical  of  the  possibilities  through  combination.  In 
the  blending  of  perfumes  it  is  important  to  recognise  the 
variable  rate  of  volatility  of  oils  and  odorous  bodies,  and  to 
blend  the  ingredients  so  as  to  impart  to  the  perfume  a 
gradually  and  continuously  descending  scale.  Thus,  if 
Portugal  and  cedar  oils,  having  high  and  low  degrees  of 
volatility  respectively,  be  mixed  and  exposed  on  unsized 
paper,  the  odour  of  portugal  will  at  first  entirely  mask  the 
<;edar  ;  it  will  then  disappear,  and  the  cedar  alone  remain.  If, 
however,  small  quantities  of  bergamot,  rose,  and  clove  (oils 
of  intermediate  rates  of  volatility)  be  added,  the  gradations 
will  not  be  so  marked  and  abrupt,  and  a  sensa- 
tion of  odour  will  be  presented  partaking  of  the 
characteristics  of  each  ingredient,  yet  each  so  modi- 
fied by  the  presence  of  the  others  as  to  produce 
a  sensation  of  a  new  odour.  Time  works  wonders 
(sometimes  unpleasant)  on  perfumes ;  changes  take  place 
slowly  which  render  the  odour  quite  different  from  the 
original,  and  for  this  reason  Mr.  Bittain  thought  it  advisable 
to  keep  a  perfume  at  least  six  months  before  putting  it  up 
for  sale.  Despite  his  very  advantageous  position  in  the 
art  of  perfumery  the  chemist  has  not  hitherto  carried  on  the 
practice  in  such  a  manner  as  to  bring  him  a  maximum 
reward,  and  has  allowed  what  was  formerly  a  most  lucrative 
adjunct  to  his  business  to  pass  into  other  hands.  In  con- 
elusion  Mr.  Brittain  stated  the  values  of  the  annual  output 
of  perfumes  by  leading  countries  are  : 

France,  1,200,000/.  — -chiefly  cassie,  violet,  and  neroli. 

Italy,  590,000/. — chiefly  lemon,  bergamot,  orange,  and 
jasmin. 

Bulgaria,  140,000/.— chiefly  rose. 
Algeria,  40,000/. — chieflv  geranium. 
Other  countries,  1,000,000/. 

A  discussion  followed,  during  which  some  samples 
of  both  natural  and  synthetic  products  were  shown.  Of 
these  a  specimen  of  civet  was  offered  as  a  striking  illustra- 
tion of  the  objectionable  odour  of  many  substances  which, 
when  diluted,  are  quite  pleasant.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Brittain  for  his  very  interesting  paper  was  proposed  by  the 
President,  and  carried  with  acclamation. 


Exeter  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  residence  of  the  President  (Mr. 
J.  Harris)  on  Wednesday,  March  18.  Mr.  Harris  pre- 
sided, and  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  D.  Reid,  J.  Hinton  Lake, 
F.  W.  Vinden,  F.  Sloman,  Cecil  R.  M.  Clapp  (Hon.  Solici- 
tor), E.  Lemmon,  H.  Wippell  Gadd  (Hon.  Secretary),  and 
Weston  Aplin  were  also  present. 

The  meeting  first  disposedof  a  protest  by  Dr.  Davy  about 
the  "B.P.  Codex,"  he  objecting  to  the  inclusion  therein 
of  medicines  which  are  not  obtainable  commercially  (ergo- 
toxine  was  instanced).  Mr.  Wippell  Gadd  had  written  to 
the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  about  the 
matter,  and  the  correspondence  was  laid  before  the  meeting, 
which  had  been  called  to  consider 

Pharmacy  Legislation. 

Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  read  a  paper  explaining  the  two 
Bills  now  before  Parliament.  He  particularly  called  atten- 
tion to  Clause  2  of  the  Government  Bill,  the  principle  of 
which  was  condemned  by  the  Association  in  1906.  He  re- 
called the  evidence  given  before  the  Poisons  Committee  by 
Dr.  Wynn  Westcott,  which  was  to  the  effect  that  no 
poisonous  substance  or  preparation  should  ever,  under  any 
•circumstances,  be  sold  to  anyone  but  by  a  chemist.  The 
reasons  for  this,  gathered  from  experience,  he  gave. 

Mr.  Gadd  next  referred  to  Clause  3  (shop-management), 
remarking  that  the  weak  point  in  it  is  that  it  makes  no 
attempt  to  bring  corporate  bodies  within  its  provisions. 
He  then  read  Clauses  2,  3,  and  4  from  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
Amendment  Bill,  and  with  regard  to  Clause  5  said  it  re- 
quires the  most  careful  attention,  as  it  stringently  pro- 
hibits the  use  of  any  sign  or  title  implying  qualification  in 
connection  with  any  name  other  than  that  of  the  proprietor. 
It  would  probably  affect  about  30  per  cent,  of  the  chemists 
trading  in  England,  practically  preventing  the  continuance 
of  businesses  under  old-established  names  where  all  or  any 
of  the  former  partners  are  deceased.  He  said  the  use  of 
semi-fictitious  names  is  not  logically  defensible,  but  seeing 
that  it  is  allowed  in  the  very  stringently  protected  profes- 


sion of  solicitors,  it  would  hardly  seem  necessary  for 
chemists  voluntarily  to  throw  it  over. 

The  meeting  discussed  the  two  Bills  at  length,  and  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Eric  Lemmon,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  W. 
Vinden,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  : 

That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  be  asked 

strongly  to  oppose  any  relaxation  of  the  present  regulations 

governing  the  sale  of  scheduled  poisons,  as  such  relaxation 

would  be  a  grave  public  danger. 

It  was  further  proposed  by  Mr.  Lemmon,  seconded  by 

Mr.  D.  Reid,  and  unanimously  resolved  : 

That  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  be  asked 
to  endeavour  to  secure  that  Clause  3  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts ; 
Amendment  Bill  be  added  as  Sub-section  3  of  Clause  3  to 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  that  Clause  4  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill  be  also  added  to  the  j 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake,  seconded  by  Mr. 

D.  Reid,  it  was  unanimously  resolved  : 

That  this  meeting  is  strongly  opposed  to  Clause  5  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  Amendment  Bill,  as  at  present  drawn,  inas- 
much as  it  would  prevent  the  qualified  successors  of  qualified 
persons  continuing  to  use  old-established  firm-names. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  forward  these  resolu- 
tions to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Institution  on  Thursday 
evening,  March  12,  Mr.  J.  T.  Hornblower  (President)  in  the 
chair.    Mr.  J.  H.  Batley  was  elected  a  member. 

Preliminary  Examination  of  Fats  and  Oils. 
Mr.  Percy  Bean,  F.C.S.,  of  Manchester,  read  a  paper 
which  dealt  chiefly  with  the  testing  of  tallow.  Mr. 
Bean  first  described  the  "  vaporising-point  test"  for  deter-' 
mining  the  temperature  at  which  an  oil  or  fat  gives  off 
vapour  when  heated.    It  is  done  as  follows  : 

Heat  about  2  oz.  of  the  oil  or  fat  in  an  evaporating-basin 
on  the  sand-bath  or  by  means  of  a  Bunsen  flame  over  a 
piece  of  wire  gauze  placed  on  a  tripod  stand.  A  thermo- 
meter should  be  suspended  in  the  oil  or  fat  in  such  a  way 
as  to  allow  its  being  used  as  a  stirring-rod.  At  a  certain 
temperature  vapour  will  be  given  off,  and  this  temperature 
should  be  noted  as  soon  as  seen.  The  oil  should  then  be 
well  stirred  with  the  thermometer,  and  the  source  of  heat 
removed.  As  the  oil  cools  it  should  be  carefully  watched, 
and  the  point  at  which  vapour  ceases  to  show  should  be 
noted.  As  a  rule  this  will  not  differ  from  the  first  tempera- 
ture noted  more  than  one  or  two  degrees. 

The  "vaporising-point"  of  tallow  provides  valuable  in- 
formation.   The  principal  adulterants  in  tallow  are  water,  ! 
mineral  oil,  and  paraffin-wax,  bone  and  marrow  fat,  cotton- 
seed oil,  stearin  (stearic  acid),  recovered  Yorkshire  grease,  ; 
starch,  sodium  chloride,  calcium  and  magnesium  chlorides,  ; 
insoluble  mineral  substances,  and  soap.    The  "  vapons-  j 
ing-point  "  shows  the  presence  of  most  of  these  to  a  man 
who  has  the  necessary  experience  and  powers  of  observation. 
In  forming  an  opinion  as  to  the  extent  of  the  adulteration  1 
the  melting-point  has  to  be  considered,  and  special  tests 
have  to  be  applied  for  determining  whether  bone  and 
marrow  fat,  "  recovered  Yorkshire  grease,"  and  the  various  j 
inorganic  substances  are  present.    The  vaporising-point  of 
most  fixed  oils,  fats,  and  waxes,  when  determined  as  i 
described,  varies  from  260°  to  310°  F.    The  purer  the 
sample  the  higher  the  vaporising-point.  Mr.  Bean  proceeded 
to  show  how  water,  mineral  oil,  and  paraffin-wax,  starch, 
Yorkshire  grease,  stearic  acid,  soap,  and  insoluble  minerals 
are  detected  by  individual  methods,  his  remarks  proving 
that  the  vaporising-point  test  gives  a  number  of  valuable 
positive  and  negative  results,  which  in  the  practised  hand 
are  sufficient,  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  melting 
point  to  enable  the  experiments  to  definitely  state  whether 
the  tallow  is  pure  or  whether  it  is  adulterated.    He  also 
showed  that  retail  chemists  can  in  this  simple  manner  test 
olive  oil,  colza  oil,  sperm  oil,  neatsfoot  oil,  and  linseed 
oil,  which  are  more  often  adulterated  with  mineral  oil  than 
is  generally  thought.    The  test  can  also  be  applied  to  bees- 
wax, Japan  wax,  and  spermaceti.    In  these  cases  paraffin- 
wax  is  a  very  common  adulterant,  especially  in  the  case  ot 
white  wax  and  spermaceti.    As  paraffin-wax  has  a  vapons- 
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ing-point  of  about  210°  F.  and  the  other  waxes  a  vaporis- 
ing-point  nearer  260°  F.,  the  presence  of  this  substance 
can  be  determined  at  once  by  heating  the  sample  in  the 
manner  described.  The  melting-point  of  the  waxes  is  im- 
portant when  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  vaporising- 
point.  If  the  vaporising-point  is  considerably  above 
210°  F.,  and  the  melting-point  is  normal,  the  probability 
is  that  the  sample  is  pure;  but  if,  in  the  case  of  spermaceti, 
the  melting-point  is  above  the  normal  and  the  vaporising- 
point  is  below  220°  F.,  paraffin-wax  is  certain  to  be 
present.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  melting-point  of 
beeswax  is  below  the  normal,  and  the  vaporising-point  is 
low,  paraffin-wax  may  be  considered  present ;  but  if  the 
vaporising-point  of  the  wax  is  high  and  the  melting-point 
is  above  normal,  Chinese  wax  or  Carnanba  wax  may  be 
present. 

The  President,  in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks,  spoke  of  the 
usefulness  of  a  paper  like  this  to  the  pharmacist.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Abraham,  in  seconding,  said  the  first  reliable  process  for 
the  detection  and  estimation  of  paraffin-wax  in  samples  of 
white  wax  was  worked  out  by  Mr.  Edward  Davies,  and 
the  speaker  thought  he  destroyed  the  natural  wax  with 
sulphuric  acid,  leaving  the  mineral  matter  unaffected. 
Speaking  of  furniture-cream,  he  had  heard  of  some  being 
made  with  paraffin-wax  instead  of  beeswax.  No  doubt,  if 
it  could  be  made  in  this  way,  it  would  be  much  better  in 
many  respects.  Pure  English  yellow  beeswax  does  not 
vary  in  melting-point  more  than  one  or  two  degrees  at  the 
outside,  but  some  white  wax  is  offered  on  the  market 
guaranteed  B.P.  which  certainly  is  not  pure.  Messrs. 
Marsden,  Shacklady,  and  Percival  also  spoke,  and  Mr. 
Bean,  in  replying,  said  with  reference  to  the  furniture- 
cream  from  paraffin-wax  that  it  would  be  emulsified  by  a 
centrifugal  machine,  but  whether  it  answers  its  purpose  or 
not  he  did  not  know. 


Cbemical  Society 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House  ca  Thurs- 
day, March  19,  Sir  William  Ramsay  (President)  in 
the  chair.  It  was  announced  that  Professor  Pope,  of  Man- 
chester, who  had  been  nominated  as  a  Vice-President  by 
Fellows  of  the  Society  independently  of  the  Council,  had 
written  to  decline  the  nomination. 

A  New  Specific  Gravity  Bottle 
was  the  subject  of  the  first  paper,  read  by  Mr.  Bousfield, 
and  proved  to  be  a  Sprengel  tube  of  relatively  enormous  size, 
each  limb  holding  about  4  fl.  oz.  of  liquid.  The  limbs 
are  in  communication  both  at  the  bottom  and  at  the  top 
through  narrow  tubes.  The  communication-tube  at  the  top 
is  provided  with  a  capillary  opening,  through  which  the 
last  traces  of  air  can  be  removed  from  the  liquid.  The 
mouths  of  the  two  limbs  are  finished  off,  as  in  the  Regnault 
specific  gravity  bottle,  but  the  necks  are  narrowed  to  capil- 
lary tubes,  so  that  the  bottle  combines  the  advantages !  of 
the  Sprengel  and  Regnault  forms.  Its  accuracy  is  so  great 
that  the  experimenta'l  error  is  in  the  sixth  decimal  place. 

Dr.  Le  Sueur's  paper,  which  came  next,  dealt  with  the 
action  of  heat  on 

o-Hydroxycarboxylic  Acids. 

The  two  acids  studied  were  the  racemic  and  meso  forms  of 
oa-hydroxyadipic  acid.  The  chief  point  of  interest  is  that 
while  the  meso  form  gives  a  lactone  on  heating,  the  racemic 
form  yields  a  lactone-lactide — an  observation  which  seems 
to  furnish  a  positive  method  of  distinguishing  by  purely 
chemical  evidence  between  meso  and  racemic  forms.  A 
paper  on  the  spontaneous  crystallisation  of 

,  Solutions  of  Sodium  Sulphate, 

by  Messrs/Hartley,  Jones,  and  Hutchinson,  was  then  read 
by  the  first-named  author.  The  results  show  that  whereas 
the  conditions  under  which  the  anhydrous  and  heptahy- 
drated  salts  will  separate  from  solutions  are  fairly  definite, 
it  is  somewhat  of  a  toss-up  when  the  decahydrated  salt  will 
crystallise  out.  In  the  case  of  one  solution  the  authors  had 
under  observation  the  heptahydrate  separated  three  times, 
but  on  the  fourth  occasion  the  decahydrate  was  obtained; 
yet,  though  the  contents  of  the  tube  have  been  crystallised 


many  times  since,  the  decahydrate  has  never  been  separated 
again. 

Colour  and  Constitution, 
which  is  becoming  a  staple  article  of  discussion  at  meet- 
ings of  the  Society,  was  again  to  the  fore  in  a  paper  on  the 
constitution  of  hydroxyazo  compounds  read  by  Messrs. 
Smith  and  Mitchell.  The  /ja?a-hydroxyazo  compounds 
have  never  been  suspected  of  being  anything  but  what  their 
name  implies,  but  the  oTt/fo-isomerides  have  long  been  sus- 
pected, both  on  chemical  and  physical  grounds,  of  being 
really  quinone-hydrazones.  Messrs.  Smith  and  Mitcheli 
have  obtained  a  number  of  new  compounds  of  ortho- 
hydroxyazo  bodies  with  mercuric  acetate,  and  this  new 
evidence  is  all  in  favour  of  the  view  that  the  substances  in 
question  really  have  the  constitution  implied  by  their  name. 
Mr.  Baly,  who  is  the  chief  exponent  of  the  view  that  these 
substances  are  quinone-hydrazones  masquerading  as  hy- 
droxyazo compounds,  caused  a  good  deal  of  amusement  by 
announcing  that  the  physical  evidence  on  which  he  relies 
chiefly  to  establish  his  claim  is  on  a  totally  different  plane 
from  chemical  evidence,  and  in  the  discussion  which  fol- 
lowed he  scored  rather  neatly  by  pointing  out  that  the 
chemical  evidence  for  the  other  view  is  based  on  the  be- 
haviour of  the  substances  with  reagents  in  boiling  benzene, 
whereas  his  physical  evidence  is  obtained  at  atmospheric 
temperatures.  But  the  opposing  camp  countered  this  by- 
pointing  out  that  the  spectrum  absorption  curves  of  some 
typically  hydroxyazo  compounds  are  not  so  different  from 
those  of  quinone-hydrazones  as  Mr.  Baly  and  his  school 
seem  to  suppose,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  discussion  the 
honours  were  about  equally  divided.  At  this  stage  the 
bulk  of  the  meeting  adjourned  to  the  coffee-room  to  continue 
the  discussion,  and  the  last  paper,  dealing  with  the  nitra- 
tion of  a  series  of  substituted  phenols,  was  read  to  & 
somewhat  attenuated  audience.  There  are  rumours  that 
the  Council  of  the  Society  will  be  prayed  shortly  to  follow 
the  example  of  the  Linnean  Society,  and  admit  ladies  to  the 
Fellowship. 

The  Annual  Meeting 

was  held  on  Thursday,  March  26,  at  five  o'clock,  when,  in 
addition  to  the  novelty  of  a  contested  election  for  the 
Council,  the  Fellows  were  treated  by  the  President  to  ans 
address  on  "  The  Electron  as  an  Element."  The  report  of 
the  Council  showed  that  the  membership  of  the  Society- 
consisted  on  December  31,  1907,  of  2,896  Fellows,  or  thirty- 
six  more  than  a  year  before.  The  number  of  honorary  and1 
foreign  members  has  by  death  decreased  from  thirty-three 
to  twenty-nine.  The  annual  report  proceeded  to  mention 
that  268  scientific  communications  had  been  made  to  the 
Society  in  1907,  and  events  of  the  year  were  enumerated. 
The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  a  substantial  surplus 
to  carry  forward  as  the  result  of  the  year's  finance.  The 
income  of  the  Society  from  all  sources  for  1907  was 
7,2602.  4s.  10cZ.,  as  against  7,1212.  8s.  lid.  in  1906,  and  the 
expenditure  was  6,7502.  8s.  5(2.,  instead  of  6,3792.  15s.  9(2.. 
thus  showing  a  surplus  of  5092.  16s.  5(2.  on  the  year's 
working.  In  July  the  Treasurer  was  able  to  purchase 
1,2002.  North  British  Railway  3  per  cent,  debenture  stock, 
this  bringing  up  the  invested  capital  of  the  Society ,  to 
18,3622.  9s.  9(2.,  and  that  of  the  Research  Fund  to 
10,0162.  lis.  Wd.

— The  "Berliner  Tageblatt"  reports  that 
the  Prussian  Government  intends  erecting  a  State  Institute- 
for  the  preparation  of  serums.  The  reasons  given  for  this, 
step  are  the  importance  this  branch  of  science  has  now 
attained  and  the  desire  to  place  the  various  serums  within 
reach  of  all  classes,  as  the  high  cost  of  production  by  private 
firms  has  hitherto  limited  their  use.  The  proposed  Institute- 
is  to  be  erected  near  Spandau,  and  not  only  its  scope  of 
work  is  outlined,  but  the  director  is  said  to  have  been, 
already  chosen.

Another 
novelty  which  chemists  will  find 
a  use  for,  not  only  in  the  phar- 
macy, but  also  for  sale  to  the 
public,  is  a  scrubber  in  the  form 
of  a  flesh-glove,  with  steel  or 
copper  threads  externally,  used 
for  cleaning,  scouring,  and  polish- 
ing glassware,  marble  mortars, 
vvoodware,  and  pharmacy  utensils, 
as  well  as  the  more  familiar 
domestic  utensils,  such  as  pots, 
pans,  sinks,  or  gas-stoves.  The 
copper  glove-scrubbers  retail  at 
4d.  each,  and  the  steel  scrubbers 
3d.  each,  both  leaving  a  good 
margin  of  profit  for  the  retailer. 

Southall's  Annual  List,  1908. — A  year  ago  Messrs. 
Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  Birmingham,  issued  for 
the  first  time  an  annual  illustrated  price-list  for  all  depart- 
ments of  pharmacy  and  the  drug-trade.  Then  it  seemed 
to  leave  nothing  to  be  desired,  but  the  1908  issue  shows 
many  points  in  progress.  The  list  is  divided  into  four 
sections.  The  first  is  the  largest,  and  extends  to  144  pages, 
oomprising  a  full  price-list  of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  galeni- 


cals, clearly  printed,  prefaced  by  a  descriptive  list  of  the 
company's  galenical  specialities  and  medicinal  products, 
and  supplemented  by,  inter  alia,  lists  of  tablets,  capsules', 
surgical  dressings  and  appliances,  optical  and  scientific 
instruments,  and  pharmaceutical  apparatus.  Here  we 
begin  to  tap  a  feature  of  the  new  list — viz.,  substitution  of 
half-tone  engravings  for  woodcuts.  This  improvement  is 
especially  noticeable  in  the  succeeding  sections  :  the  second 
(counter  specialities,  104  pp.,  on  blue  paper)  owes  much  of 
its  value  for  the  retailer  to  the  clear  presentation  of  carton- 
decoration  and  word-printing,  much  of  which  is  lost  in 
wood-engraving  but  is  retained  by  photo-engraving.  The 
company  have  a  department  devoted  to  that  art,  and  the 
work  is  well  done.  The  third  section  of  the  list  (on  buff 
paper,  48  pp.)  is  devoted  to  coated  pills,  suppositories,  and 
the  like;  and  the  last  (112  pp.,  on  green  paper)  is  an  illus- 
trated price-list  of  druggists'  and  surgeons'  sundries  and 
implements,  shop-fittings,  etc.  This  also  is  fully  illustrated. 
The  contents  of  the  list  are  printed  graphically  on  the  front 
cover,  and  while  glancing  at  them  one's  eye  catches  the  fact 
that  Messrs  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay  are  contractors  to 
H.M.  Government  (five  Departments)  and  to  certain 
Colonial  and  Egyptian  Governments.  Buyers  who  have 
not  received  a  copy  of  the  list  are  invited  to  apply  to  the 
company  for  one.

I^HE  week  under  review  has  brought  little  to  the  surface 
in  the  way  of  interesting  features,  but  as  will  bo 
seen  from  the  tabic  given  below  the  bulk  of  the  price- 
fluctuatiens  favour  the  buyer,  this  being  more  the  result 
of  general  dull  business  than  of  any  radical  weakness. 
Among  chemicals  a  further  easing  in  citric  acid  is  to  be 
noted,  while  cream  of  tartar  is  weaker  in  some  directions. 
Refined  camphor  is  slow  and  the  tone  easy.  Quinine  is 
quiet  but  firm,  and  the  demand  for  cocaine  has  now 
abated,  but  the  position  is  firm  in  view  of  dearer  crude 
material.  Potassium  iodide  has  been  reduced  by  makers 
owing  to  competition.  Other  changes  among  chemicals 
include  an  advance  in  acetate  of  lead  and  copper  sulphate. 
Drugs,  apart  from  the  auctions,  show  few  changes.  Cod- 
liver  oil  is  quiet.  Canada  balsam  is  scarce.  Senega  is 
firm,  and  castor  oil  is  lower.  Bergamot  and  lemon  oils 
are  also  lower.

Business  has  been  rather  dull  in  all  departments  of  the 
drug-trade,  routine  jobbing  sales  comprising  the  bulk  of  the 
week's  transactions,  with  little  speculative  demand  to  relieve 
the  monotony.  Price  fluctuations  have  been  mostly  in  buyers' 
favour.  Opium  and  camphor  are  lower.  Cascara  is  easy. 
Hydrastis  and  spearmint  oil  are  firm. 

Camphor  (Reiined). — Vigorous  competition  and  dulness  on 
spot,  combined  with  the  unsettled  conditions  in  European 
markets,  have  influenced  a  further  drop  to  62c.  lor  bulk  in 
barrels.    Cases  are  worth  63c. 

Cascara  Sagrada. — The  weakness  in  this  market  has  be- 
come rather  more  pronounced,  owing  to  the  desire  of  some 
holders  to  rid  themselves  of  stocks.  A  further  contributory 
cause  is  the  reported  failure  of  one  of  the  Coast  dealers  and 
the  consequent  offering  of  cheap  lots  from  that  quarter.  In 
the  circumstances  the  quotations  of  8^0.  to  10c.  are  merely 
nominal. 

Copaiba. — C.  and  S.  American  continues  in  fair  demand  at 
45e.  to  55c.  The  lower  figure  was  the  basis  of  recent  trans- 
actions for  foreign  account,  although  such  price  is  held  not 
to  be  warranted  by  the  primary  situation.

— The  reports  of  crop  damage  at  primary  sources 
Siave  been  more  than  offset  by  the  keenness  with  which  some 
of  the  dealers  compete  for  the  little  business  that  is  doing.

Peppermint  Oil. — The  inquiry  is  at  present  almost  entirely 
confined  to  case  goods  for  export  at  former  prices.

Cinchona. — The  9,089  packages  of  bark  to  be  offered  at 
auction  at  Amsterdam  on  April  2  weigh  876,321  kilos,  and 
contain  the  equivalent  of  51,544  kilos.  (1.816.900  oz.)  of 
quinine  sulphate,  as  compared  with  8,158  packages,  or 
44,489  kilos,  of  quinine  offered  on  February  27.  The 
average  percentage  of  quinine  in  the  manufacturing  bark 
is  6.21  per  cent.,  which  is  the  same  figure  as  that  offered 
at  the  February  auction.  The  above  9,089  packages  com- 
prise 114,338  kilos,  pharmaceutical  and  761,983  kilos,  manu- 
facturing bark,  containing  respectively  4,250  kilos,  and 
47.294  kilos,  quinine  sulpnate.  In  the  drug  auction  14 
serous  of  fair,  sound  Huanuco  quill  sold  at  6§d.  per  lb.,  and 
a  further  12  serons  of  water-damaged  and  mixed  bark  have 
been  sold  privately.

Only  small  supplies  of  first-hand  drugs  were  offered  at 
auction  to-day,  but,  with  a  somewhat  dull  tone,  the  bulk  was 
bought  in,  most  of  the  alterations  being  favourable  to  buyers. 
Cape  aloes  sold  at  full  rates ;  areca  was  neglected  ;  buchu- 
leaves  being  plentiful,  rates  were  easier  inclined ;  good 
Sumatra  benzoin  tended  rather  firmer,  owing  to  scarcity  ; 
balsam  Peru  declined  ;  Geylon  coca-leaves  were  dearer  ;  carda- 
moms were  a  little  easier  and  in  fair  demand  ;  colocynth  pulp 
and  ergot  sold  at  rather  firmer  rates ;  no  dragon's-blood  or 
gamboge  offered  ;  new  crop  Jamaica  honey  was  irregular,  but 
easier,  and  for  Matto  Grosso  ipecacuanha  there  were  no 
orders;  Cartagena  sold  at  a  decline  of  2d. ;  kola,  kamala, 
myrrh,  and  mix  vomica  were  neglected.  Menthol  was  forced 
off  at  a  decline,  but  privately  the  market  is  firmer.  Rhubarb 
is  easy,  and  native  Jamaica  sarsaparilla,  the  only  kind 
offered,  brought  steady  to  firmer  rates ;  Tinnevelly  senna 
brought  full  prices,  and  for  Jamaica  beeswax  there  was  no- 
sale  ;  Madagascar,  however,  realised  at  firm  rates.  The 
following  table  shows  the  amount  of  goods  offered  and  sold  :

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Aeeca. — The  abundant  supplies  of  last  year  have  caused  the 
value  to  sink  to  about  45m.  per  100  kilos.  A  great  portion  of 
the  stock  consists  of  damaged  nuts,  which  are  offered  at  low 

prices. 

Agar-Agar. — Good  white  is  only  obtainable  here  and  there 
in  single  bales,  and  there  have  been  no  fresh  supplies.  The 
first  shipments  from  Japan  are  dispatched  in  February-March, 
and  quotations  are  high — viz.,  375m.  per  100  kilos. — and  the 
quality  must  be  taken  as  it  comes.  When  supplies  become 
more  abundant  prices  may  become  normal  again,  but  for  the 
present  consumers  must  do  the  best  they  can  with  the  avail- 
able material,  which  is  often  very  inferior  in  quality. 
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Arsenic— In  spite  of  the  recent  reductions,  there  has  been 
no  improvement  in  the  position  of  white  powdered.  The  con- 
sumption is  so  small  that  prices  have  declined  still  further, 
and  the  product  is  quoted  by  the  makers  at  56m.  to  55m.  per 
100  kilos.  Even  now  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  lowest  level 
has  been  reached,  as  there  seems  no  prospect  of  a  change  in 
the  general  conditions. 

Calcium  Caeb.  Prj:cip.— In  consequence  of  the  breakmg-up 
of  the  convention  prices  have  declined  to  a  very  low  level, 
and  makers  find  it  difficult  to  make  a  profit.  It  is  reported 
that  efforts  towards  a  new  union  are  being  made,  and  that 
these  may  be  brought  to  a  successful  issue.  In  this  event 
higher  prices  may  be  confidently  anticipated. 

Caenatjba  Wax. — Grey  is  now  obtainable  at  220m.  to  225m. 
per  100  kilos,  in  transit,  ex  Hamburg.  Importers  would 
appear  to  have  become  resigned  to  selling  their  stocks  at  a 
loss,  and  are  consequently  more  willing  to  consider  low  offers. 
It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  say  how  long  this  state  of  affairs 
will  last ;  there  are  signs,  here  and  there,  of  a  change  in  the 
tendency  of  the  market. 

Castor  Oil. — There  has  been  no  such  depression  for  a  con- 
siderable period  as  is  now  apparent  in  the  technical  qualities. 
Various  new  factories  have  been  established,  and  their  quota- 
tions have  declined  almost  from  day  to  day,  although  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  reason  for  this,  judging  from  the  position 
of  seed. 

Copper  Sulphate. — Business  has  been  quieter  during  the 
past  few  days,  and  prices  have  been  affected  by  the  unfavour- 
able reports  from  the  U.S.A.  This  weakness  has  also  ex- 
tended to  sulphate,  which  is  obtainable  at  45m.  to  46m.  per 
100  kilos. 

Glycerin. — The  position  of  double-distilled  and  refined  ap- 
pears to  be  somewhat  uncertain,  as  may  be  gathered  from  the 
fact  that  second-hand  quotations  are  considerably  below  the 
convention  price.  Of  course,  nothing  definite  can  be  said,  as 
glycerin  is  subject  to  the  ruling  of  a  convention,  and  de- 
cisions cannot  therefore  be  anticipated. 

Quillaia  has  weakened  owing  to  the  small  demand.  Chile 
quotations  are  still  high,  and  no  offers  for  shipment  are  to  be 
had  even  at  prompt  prices.  Spot  (Hamburg)  bark  is  therefore 
considerably  cheaper  than  shipment,  quotations  being  58m.  to 
57.50m. 

Zinc  Oxide. — The  united  factories  announce  an  advance  of 
3m.  per  100  kilos.  Of  late  conditions  have  been  firmer  in  the 
metal  market,  owing  to  the  formation  of  a  syndicate. 

Carnauba  Wax. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Hart,  director  of  the  Agricultural  School,  Sao 
Paulo,  Brazil,  writes  to  the  "  Ceylon  Observer"  that  in  the 
States  of  Pernambuco,  Ceara,  and  Bahia  the  gathering  of 
carnauba  wax  is  an  important  industry.  According  to  the 
trade  returns  the  quantity  exported  varies  considerably  from 
year  to  year,  but  amounts  in  round  numbers  to  2,000  tons, 
valued  at  200,000;.  The  wax  is  prepared  for  market  in  the 
most  primitive  way.  It  is  found  as  an  excrescence  on  the 
underside  of  the  leaves  of  the  palm-tree  (Copernica  cerifera). 
These  are  collected,  and  are  cut  up  so  as  to  pack  closely  in  a 
targe  iron  cauldron.  Water  is  added,  and  the  leaves  are 
boiled  until  the  liquefied  wax  rises  to  the  surface,  from  which 
it  is  skimmed.  The  exhausted  leaves  are  then  removed,  and 
more  added  until  a  considerable  quantity  of  wax  has  been 
collected.  The  impure  wax  is  now  re-melted,  and  when  the 
extraneous  matter  has  been  separated  is  run  into  rude  moulds 
to  harden.  In  some  localities  the  wax  is  first  scraped  from 
the  leaves,  and  afterwards  melted  and  run  into  the  moulds. 
I  he  leaves  of  the  palm  yielding  carnauba  wax  are  used  for 
roofing  the  cheaper  classes  of  buildings,  and  for  weaving  hats 
and  a  kind  of  coarse  cloth,  while  from  the  leaf -stalks  are  made 
brooms,  brushes,  baskets,  ropes,  etc.

Improved  Prussian  Powder. 
Sir, — The  composition  of  the  compound  liquorice-powder 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  such  as  to  preclude  the  use  of  that 
most  valuable,  easy,  and  harmless  laxative  by  persons 
affected  with  diabetes,  obesity,  gout,  and  some  other  condi- 
tions— altogether  a  numerous  class.  It  is  thus  precluded, 
inasmuch  as  exactly  two  thirds  of  it  is  made  of  sweet  stuffs, 
chiefly  sugar,  and,  as  I  think  T  shall  be  able  to  show,  very 
unnecessarily  so.  The  pharmacopceial  preparation  is  thus 
composed  : 

Senna    2  parts 

Fennel  ...       ...    1  part      )-    in  all  4  ports 

Sulphur   1  part 

to  which  are  added — 


I    in  ; 


Liquorice 
Sugar 


2  parts 
6  parts 


in  all  8  parts 


Those  who  have  attempted  to  remedy  the  difficulty  have 
restricted  themselves  to  the  simple  process  of  leaving  out 
the  sugar  and  retaining  the  liquorice,  senna,  fennel,  and 
sulphur,  thus  reducing  the  dose  to  half  the  customary  weight 
of  a  dose.  But  this  plan  has  three  grave  inconveniences. 
One  is  that  it  gives  rise  to  two  preparations  of  the  same 
name  differing  widely  as  to  dose,  and  this  is  apt  to  cause 
mistakes  attended  with  suffering  to  the  patient.  Another  is 
that  the  amended  preparation  is  not  at  all  readily  miscible 
with  water,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  sugar.  The  third 
is  that  the  amended  preparation  still  contains,  to  the  extent 
of  a  third  of  its  weight,  liquorice.  I  find,  on  experiment- 
ing, that  both  the  liquorice  and  sugar  may  be  omitted  and 
replaced  by  ingredients  which  have  none  of  their  disadvan- 
tages, thus  preserving  unaltered  the  original  bulk,  weight, 
and  dosage  of  the  pharmacopceial  preparation  and  yet 
enabling  the  powder  to  be  more  readily  mixed  with  water 
than  is  even  the  pharmacopceial  preparation.  Another 
advantage — and  an  important  one — of  my  preparation  is 
that  its  flavour  is  less  disagreeable,  less  mawkish,  than  that 
of  the  official  and  officinal  powder. 

I  attain  these  advantages  by  a  very  simple  method.  I 
replace  the  2  parts  of  liquorice  and  the  6  parts  of  sugar 
(making  8  in  all)  by  8  parts  of  a  powder  composed  of 
"sweat"  almonds  and  gum  acacia,  in  the  proportion  of 
8  parts  of  almonds  to  1  of  gum.  The  almonds,  having 
first  been  blanched  and  dried,  are  rubbed  in  a  mortar  to 
a  smooth  consistence.  The  powdered  gum  and  the  senna, 
fennel,  and  sulphur  are  then  added,  and  the  whole  makes 
a  very  "  elegant  "  powder. 

There  is  one  difficulty  about  my  amended  powder,  and 
that  is  the  name.  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  eliminate  the 
very  substance  from  which  the  hitherto  powder  derives 
its  name — i.e.,  the  liquorice.  One  might  then  call  it  com- 
pound almond-powder,  but  this  name  is  already  appro- 
priated in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  In  perplexity,  and  as  a 
temporary  expedient,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  lend  one 
of  my  own  names,  but  not  my  surname.  For  the  moment, 
and  for  the  nonce,  if  anyone  wishes,  it  can  be  called 
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Balmanno's  powder.  The  ingenuity  of  the  powers  that  be 
can  doubtless  soon  devise  some  better  title.

Sir,— It  really  seems  to  me  a  .farce  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  seek  to  enforce  a  curriculum  at  a 
time  when  chemists  are  assailed  on  one  hand  by  store- 
chemists  and  on  the  other  by  the  growing  unqualified 
element.  The  fact  is  that  the  Council  do  not  know  the  re- 
quirements of  the  craft  beyond  their  own  acquaintances, 
who  are  generally  in  a  very  prosperous  state.

The  Government  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Bed  Dragon  (152/30)  writes  :  The  question  arises,  How 
will  it  affect  the  chemist  ?  Let  us  carefully  examine  its 
various  clauses  : 

Clause  1. — The  old  Schedule  of  Poisons  is  repealed  and 
a  new  one  substituted  containing  additional  poisons.  I 
suppose  we  chemists  must  not  grumble  at  this,  but  I  think 
we  should  fight  for  a  certain  degree  of  latitude  to  be  ex- 
tended to  qualified  chemists  in  the  sale  of  preparations 
containing  small  quantities  of  poisons  included  in  Part  I. 
of  the  Schedule.  Chemists  have  been  specially  trained  to 
handle  these  poisons,  and  they  should  not  be  compelled 
to  carry  out  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  under  special  cir- 
cumstances. They  would,  however,  1  feel  sure,  be  pre- 
pared to  accept  full  responsibility  for  using  these  poisons 
with  care  and  discretion.  A  doctor  may  prescribe  and 
his  groom  dispense  a  prescription  containing  a  fairly  large 
quantity  of  arsenic  without  labelling  it  "Poison."  A 
nurseryman  or  an  ironmonger  may  (if  this  new  Bill  is 
passed)  sell  a  10-gal.  tin  of  a  strong  solution  of  arsenic  if 
it  is  labelled  "Weed-killer.  Poison";  but  the  highly- 
educated,  examined,  and  trained  pharmacist  may  not  sell 
a  halfpenny  arsenical  fly-paper  unless  he  labels  it 
"Poison,"  puts  his  name  and  address  upon  the  packet, 
enters  the  sale  in  a  poison-book,  and  obtains,  not  only  the 
signature  of  the  purchaser,  but  that  of  a  witness  introduc- 
ing the  would-be  purchaser  of  the  deadly  fly-paper  !  The 
Edinburgh  Chemists'  Association  put  the  case  in  a  nut- 
shell in  their  recommendation  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  says  : 

In  the  sale  of  poisons,  onerous,  irritating,  or  vexatious 

conditions  should  not  be  imposed,  the  education  of  the  seller 

being  the  best  safeguard. 

Clause  2.— This  clause,  which  deals  with  the  sale  of 
arsenical  and  nicotinian  preparations  for  agricultural  and 
horticultural  purposes,  does  not  affect  to  any  great  extent 
the  chemists  of  London  and  large  towns,  but  it  is  of  vital 
importance  to  a  large  number  of  chemists  in  market  towns 
and  country  districts.  The  clause  should  be  opposed  by 
all  the  means  in  our  power,  as  it  cannot  be  too  strongly 
condemned,  for  these  reasons  : 

1.  Because  it  is  contrary  to  the  principles  of  the  old  Act 
to  allow  such  deadly  poisons  to  be  sold  by_  any  unsophisti- 
cated country  bumpkin  who  may  obtain  a  licence  to  sell  the 
fame  from  a  local  Council.  This  unqualified  trading  in 
poisons  is  bound  to  prove  a  source  of  danger  to  the  public, 
as  untrained  men  are  invariably  careless,  and  this  indis- 
criminate sale  of  poisons  will,  I  feel  sure,  open  the  door  to 
numerous  cases  of  murder  and  fatal  accidents ;  in  days  gone 
by  arsenic  was  a  favourite  poison  with  murderers. 

2.  Chemists  have  spent  time  and  money  in  obtaining 
the  sole  right  to  sell  poisons :  therefore  let  our  motto  be 
"What  we  have,  we  hold."  The  selling  of  these  poisons 
by  unqualified  men  is  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge,  and  who 
shall  say  where  it  will  stop? — for  it  is  stated  that"  His 
Majesty  may,  by  order  of  Council,  amend  this  provision  by 
adding  thereto,  or  removing  therefrom,  any  poisonous  sub- 
stance, etc."  Does  this  mean  that  other  poisons  may  be 
added  later  to  the  list  of  those  to  be  sold  by  the  licensed 
unqualified  dealer  in  poisons  ? 

3.  The  Bill  says  that  "  before  granting  any  licence  the 
local  authority  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  public  with  respect  to  the 
purchase  of  such  substances  as  aforesaid,  are  satisfied." 
From  my  experience  uf  local  authorities  (and  I  write  as  a 
town  councillor),  I  can  safely  say  the  average  local  authority 
will  not  take  the  trouble  to  consider  the  matter  carefully, 
and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  will  grant  a  licence  to  any 
outsider  upon  the  principle  of  endeavouring  to  break  down 


what  they  may  consider  a  monopoly.  The  question  also 
arises,  Will. the  chemists  in  the  district  have  any  knowledge 
of  these  applications  for  licences  to  be  granted,  and  thereby 
be  in  a  position  to  oppose  the  same  ?  If  chemists  swallow 
Clause  2,  they  will  be  accepting  the  law  as  laid  down  by 
Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  and  are  we  going  to  take  this  lying 
down  1 

Clause  3. — This  will  effectually  stop  chemists  carrying 
on  a  branch  business  unless  it  is  conducted  by  a  fully 
qualified  chemist.  It  will,  of  course,  close  a  large  number 
of  small  branches,  but  "  Sauce  for  the  goose  must  be  sauce 
for  the  gander."  As  an  old  offender  under  this  head,  I 
must  say  that  if  chemists  insist  upon  every  drug-store  being 
managed  by  a  qualified  chemist,  they  must  be  prepared  to 
obey  the  same  law  themselves.  The  extraordinary  part  of 
this  clause  appears  to  be  that  chemists  must  exhibit  the 
qualification  of  their  managers,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the 
Bill  applicable  to  limited  companies  ! 

Clause  4. — This  compels  persons  offering  themselves  for 
examination  to  produce  evidence  of  their  having  received 
practical  preliminary  training  in  the  subjects  of  the  ex- 
amination ;  also  insists  upon  a  curriculum,  etc.  When  we 
consider  what  poor  recompense  and  feeble  protection  is 
meted  out  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  the  chemists' 
of  to-day,  one  must  ask  oneself  the  question,  Is  the  game 
worth  the  candle  ?  And  if  the  examinations  are  to  be 
made  more  difficult  and  more  expensive,  then  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  protect  the 
chemist  and  his  calling  upon  the  same  lines  that  the  doctor 
and  the  lawyer  are  protected.  In  this  clause  provision  is 
also  made  for  the  registration  as  chemists  (of  couise,  upon 
payment  of  fees  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  of  per- 
sons holding  Colonial  diplomas.  Is  it  possible  that  these 
diplomas  may  have  been  obtained  by  persons  who  have 
passed  examinations  less  difficult  and  costly  than  those 
held  in  England  ? 

Clause  5  insists  upon  the  following  : 

Sulphuric  acid,  nitric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  soluble 
salts  of  oxalic  acid,  and  such  other  substances  as  may  for 
the  time  being  be  prescribed  by  order  in  Council  under  this 
section  being  labelled  "  Poison  "  with  the  name  and  address 
of  seller. 

This  shows  clearly  that  the  poisons  mentioned  may  be 
sold  by  anybody  provided  they  label  the  same  as  ordered. 
It  would  also  appear  that  oxalic  acid  must  only  be  sold 
by  qualified  chemists,  although  salts  of  lemon,  an  equally 
dangerous  poison,  may  be  sold  by  any  huckster.  Again, 
how  many  poisons  will  be  added  later  on  ? 

In  moving  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill,  Lord  Crewe 
said  : 

.  The  two  important  points  upon  which  some  controversy 
took  place  upon  the  former  Bill  were  not  included  in  the 
present  Bill :  (1)  The  question  as  to  whether  it  should  apply 
to  Ireland  or  not,  and  (2)  as  to  what  should  be  the  powers 
of  limited  companies  trading  as  chemists  in  regard  to  the 
titles  which  they  should  use,  ought  they  to  be  allowed  to 
describe  themselves  as  chemists  and  druggists  and  similar 
titles  of  that  kind  ?  These  points  were  not  included  in  the 
present  Bill,  they  therefore  proposed  to  refer  the  Bill  to  a 
Joint  Committee  in  order  that  they  might  take  some  further 
evidence  upon  these  points,  and  then  make  their  recom- 
mendation to  Parliament. 

From  this  it  is  very  evident  that  the  door  is  not  closed 
to  the  chemist  having  at  last  full  protection  for  the  title 
to  which  he  fully  claims.  My  advice,  therefore,  is,  heed 
not  the  advice  of  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  be  satisfied  with  small  mercies.  I  urge  upon 
chemists  not  to  be  chicken-hearted,  but  buckle  on  their 
armour,  show  a  bold  front,  and  make  a  strong  and  bitter 
fight  for  the  sole  use  of  the  legitimate  title  of  chemist  and 
druggist  by  examination. 

Benzol  v.  Motor-spirit. 

Sis, — "  Chemico  "  repeats  his  contention — viz.,  "Fraud 
on  the  public."  It  is  a  matter  of  very  little  difference  in 
price  whether  motor-spirit  or  benzol  is  sold  in  2-oz.  or 
4-oz.  bottles  by  the  wholesaler.  One  sundries  house,  who 
packed  motor-spirit,  I  told  him  he  could  buy  benzol  as 
cheap  and  where  from.  He  now  sends  a  10-gal.  steel 
drum  and  gets  it  (benzol)  at  Is.  per  gal.  from  the  coal- 
tar  works.  It  can  be  bought  at  times  cheaper  than  motor- 
spirit.     At  '  present   the    prices    are  equal.    A  50-gal., 
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drum  of  benzol,  delivered  to  "  Chemico  "  carriage  paid, 
would  be  Is.  2c?.  per  gal.  Yours  truly,

Benzine. 

Sir, — Might  I  suggest  that  English  journalists  should 
do  their  best  to  suppress  the  words  "  benzine  "  and  "  benzo- 
line,"  particularly  the  former,  as  applied  to  any  form  of 
petroleum  ?  They  are  unnecessary,  as  well  as  confusing ; 
such  words  as  "light  petroleum,"  "petrol,"  and  "petro- 
leum spirit"  expressing  what  is  intended  much  better.  It 
is  true  that  benzene  (benzol)  is  much  more  powerful  as  a 
general  solvent  than  light  petroleum,  but  there  are  at  least 
two  purposes  for  which  the  petroleum  spirit  is  far  superior. 
In  washing  diluted  tinctures  to  remove  essential  oils,  canv 
phor,  etc.,  for  determination  of  spirit-strength,  petroleum 
is  better,  because  it  has  not  the  same  tendency  to  take  away 
6ome  of  the  alchohol  with  it.  In  the  "  poker-work  "  which 
some  ladies  delight  in  (burning  artistic  designs  on  wood) 
petroleum  spirit  (why  not  petrolene?)  is  the  thing,  not 
benzene.  Yours,  etc.,

Re  Acetanilide. 
Sm. — This  article  is  used  in  very  large  quantities,  not 
only  by  proprietors  of  specialities,  but  by  numbers  of 
chemists,  as  an  ingredient  in  headache-powders.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  now  propose  to  add  it  to  the  Poisons 
Schedule,  and  this,  if  carried  into  effect,  will  prevent  its 
use  for  this  purpose.  If  an  article  is  labelled  "Poison," 
its  saleability  to  the  public  is  discounted  in  a  tremendous 
degree.  Our  contention  is  that  no  case  has  been  made  out 
for  labelling  this  article  as  a  dangerous  drug,  and  we  invite 
expressions  of  opinion  from  chemists  on  the  matter.  There 
are  other  articles  which  come  under  the  same  category — 
namely,  cocaine  (which  will  affect  coca-wine)  and  sulphonal. 
As  an  Association  we  are  always  anxious  to  safeguard  the 
public,  but  the  inclusion  of  drugs  which  have  a  very  large 
sale,  without  any  known  deleterious  effects,  not  only  need- 
lessly interferes  with  the  trade,  but  must  create  a  false 
impressioi  in  the  minds  of  the  public  as  to  what  a  poison 
really  is.

Jay  Mack's  Straightforward  Answer. 

Sir, — "  Purchaser  "  seems  to  be  serious,  and,  in  any  case, 
a  man  who  saves  money  commands  my  respect,  and  he  is 
welcome  to  all  the  help  I  can  give  him. 

His  queries  were  too  indefinite ;  he  forgets  that  the  drug- 
trade  varies  in  class  of  business  and  in  profit  even  in  the 
same  street,  but  I  will  reply  to  him  generally,  and  as  he 
does  not  cite  any  particular  business  or  district  I  can  only 
give  him  a  few  cases  I  have  known,  to  wit  : 

1.  Bankrupt  business ;  good  wage  town ;  colliery  and 
country  trade ;  arranged  to  be  bought  by  man  who  knew 
town  well  for  about  400?.;  only  needed  cleaning  and  re- 
stocking and  attention  ;  in  six  or  eight  years  after  he  is 
reported  to  be  making  600?.  a  year  (mixed  business). 

2.  Drug  and  three-parts  grocery;  takings  2,500?.  a  year; 
beautiful  district ;  no  competition  ;  country  trade  ;  sold  for 
450?.  ;  in  good  order.    Profits,  300?.  a  year. 

3.  Factory  town  ;  old  business  bought  six  years  ago  for 
200?.  ;  fearful  disorder ;  property  a  family  trust ;  could 
not  be  repaired  ;  tinkered  and  cleaned  up  ;  takings  went  up 
to  1,200?. ;  stock  piled  up  to  800?.  ;  offered  for  sale  for  two 
years;  finally  sold  for  300?.;  literally  given  away ;  he 
threw  his  profits  each  year  into  more  stock.  Then,  natur- 
ally, men  with  800?.  wanted  better  business  and  town  for 
so  much  money. 

4.  Mixed  business ;  wines  and  spirits ;  general  retail  ; 
good  position;  good  buying  public  round;  borrowed  700?. 
to  buy  it ;  after  three  years  landlord  remodelled ;  fine 
windows;  repaid  the  700?.  in  five  years;  profits  now  well 
over  600?.  ;  stock  kept  within  bounds  ;  with  excellent  fittings 
and  goodwill  is  now  easily  worth  1,500?. 

5.  Very  dilapidated  business  bought  for  550?.  ;  landlord 
SPfaiP  reconstruct;  owner  spent  100?.  on  fittings;  paid 
that  oft  first  year  by  reducing  the  stock  to  a  business  figure 
and  partly  out  of  profits  ;  business  is  now  really  worth  550?.  ; 
profit  275?. ;  mixed  business  with  wines;  too  high  a  price 
paid  to  enter  in  view  of  necessary  reconstruction. 

If  a  business  is  ancient  and  tumbledown,  then  valuation 
is  too  good  for  it,  because  a  valuer  values  it  as  a  going  con- 


cern, and  if  the  shelves  are  merely  box-lids  they  are  acting 
as  shelves,  and  they  all  count  up.  When  torn  down  your 
value  has  gone,  and  it  costs  you  6d.  to  8d.  a  foot  and  labour 
to  replace  the  box-lids.  Consequently  I  suggest  a  lump 
sum  offer  (after  you  estimate  the  stock  carefully).  Get  an 
estimate  (even  a  rough  one)  for  contemplated  work,  and 
take  that  off  your  offer,  and  as  much  more  as  you  can  get. 
If  owners  of  businesses  let  them  become  tumbledown,  for 
very  meanness  and  neglect,  until  all  repairs  become  due  at 
once,  then  make  them  pay  for  it  by  offering  a  low  price. 
"  Purchaser"  will  see  that  there  are  great  difficulties,  and 
the  landlord  is  not  infrequently  the  worst  to  deal  with. 
But  the  tumbledowns  are  becoming  fewer  every  year.  In 
some  towns  I  know  of  nearly  every  chemist  is  refitting  or 
contemplating,  or  just  finished.  In  another  ten  years  the 
really  "  frowsy  "  old  druggist  will  be  extinct.  When  "  Pur- 
chaser "  has  his  500?.  (or  even  "ess  will  do)  let  him  lay  the 
offers  before  C.  <£•  D.  readers.  If  he  gives  plenty  of  data 
he  will  soon  get  useful  criticism,  but  chemists  are  busy  men 
and  are  not  going  to  waste  time  and  stamps  on  wild  prob- 
lems invented  by  eager  young  men.  The  sooner  he  gets 
into  business  the  better.  There  are  signs  that  the  worst  of 
our  times  are  over,  especially  in  well-conducted  businesses.

Legal  Queries.

Blended  (150/43).— A  mixture  of  Tarragona  wine  and 
British  wine  is  not  port  wine,  and  if  you  sell  it  as  such  you 
will  infringe  the  Merchandise-marks  Acts. 

Lemon  (150/43).— A  husband  may,  while  he  is  perfectly 
solvent,  transfer  any  of  his  property  to  his  wife.  It  is  advis- 
able to  reduce  the  transaction  to  writing,  and  be  guided  by  a 
solicitor. 

A.  A.  (147/13).— As  soon  as  you  embody  the.  word  constitut- 
ing the  registered  trade-mark  into  other  words,  it  ceases  to 
be  the  trade-mark,  and  you  would  require  a  very  strong  case 
of  colourable  imitation  to  support  your  claim  of  infringement. 

M.  H.  (149/42).— The  three-years'  experience  in  dispensing 
physicians'  prescriptions  is  the  subject  of  a  declaration  on 
entering  for  the  Minor  examination,  and  has  to  be  testified  to 
by  a  registered  chemist  or  registered  medical  practitioner. 
The  declaration  has  to  show  where  experience  has  been 
acquired,  but  there  is  no  statutory  power  to  require  that  it 
shall  be  with  a  qualified  person.

Drop  melted  white  wax  into  the  holder,  press  the  cone 

home  evenly,  and  allow  to  cool.

— One  of  the  botanical  names  for  sumbul  is 
Sumbulus  mosc/iata,  and  a  common  name  is  musk-root,  but 
we  do  not  think  you  would  be  justified  in  taking  "  extract 
moschi  "  to  refer  to  extract  of  sumbul. 

Emulsion  (142/60). — Pocket  Cigar-lightees. — The  liquid 
used  in  these  is  absolute  methyl  alcohol.

If,  as  we  surmise,  a  book  is  required  to  assist 
you  in  counter-prescribing,  "  Diseases  and  Remedies  "  (C.  <fc  D. 
office,  3s.)  is  good,  being  specially  written  for  chemists. 
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Oiltspur  (142/16). — Tobacco-flavours. — We  are  not  aware 
that  any  other  information  has  been  published  on  this  subject 
than  that  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  You  do  not  give 
us  any  clue  as  to  what  further  particulars  you  desire,  but  wo 
may  point  out  that  you  as  a  chemist  could  easily  vary  the 
recipes  to  which  you  refer.  It  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind 
that  it  is  illegal  to  sell  tobacco  that  has  been  added  to  in  any 
way  except  by  essential-oil  flavourings.  A  special  exemption 
was  made  in  this  respect  some  years  ago. 

/.  C.  (141/65).— (1)  We  do  not  know  of  any  method  of 
making  aqua  chloroformi  1  in  40  without  the  use  of  spirit  that 
would  give  a  diluted  product  resembling  the  pharmacopceial 
aqua.  In  the  makeshift  dispensing  practised  in  some  doctors' 
surgeries  it  is  customary  to  employ  an  Emulsion  of  Chlobo- 
foem  with  tincture  or  liquid  extract  of  quillaia,  5  oz.  of 
the  latter  sufficing  to  suspend  2  to  3  oz.  of  chloroform  in  a 
pint  of  water.  (2)  White  Liniment  with  acetic  acid. — The 
following  is  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  :

Plant  (118/73). — Plant-spray. — The  solution  our  subscriber 
sends  is  used,  when  diluted  in  the  proportion  of  1  oz.  to  a 
gallon  of  water,  as  a  reviving  spray  for  plants  which  are 
being  exhibited.  Our  examination  cf  the  concentrated  solu- 
tion shows  it  to  be  a  soft-soap  solution  with  a  small  amount  of 
free  ammonia.

It  is  doubtless  the  soap  contained  in  the  emul- 
sion that  has  the  effect  referred  to. 

B.  J.  (139/66).— Rum-essence.— Try  the  following  modifica- 
tion of  the  recipe  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  which 
we  think  more  nearly  resembles  the  sample  you  submit :

As  an 
alternative  formula  we  suggest  No.  24  Female  Pills  ("  P.F.," 
vol.  ii.). 

Solid  (142/26).— Easton's  Syrup.— The  complaint  of  this 
syrup  solidifying  was  common  some  years  ago,  but  the  present 
B.P.  formula  is  more  satisfactory.  You  do  wrong  to  increase 
the  acidity  of  the  syrup.  If  you  refer  to  the  paper  by  Mr. 
P.  W.  Squire  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  25,  1893,  p.  422,  and  Mr. 
R.  Wright's  Conference  paper  which  followed  it  (C.  cfc  D., 
August  19,  1893,  p.  293),  you  will  see  the  origin  of  the  B.P. 
formula  and  the  reasons  which  led  to  the  change. 


J  H  S  (143/57).— Sponging  the  damp-marks  on  the 
graving  with  peroxide  of  hydrogen  solution  is  generally 
that  is  necessary  to  remove  the  trouble  if  recent,  \Vhen 
marks  are  of  long  standing  and  occur  on  dark  parts  of 
engraving,  it  often  happens  that  the  fungoid  growth  1 
changed  the  ink  :  the  damage  is  then  irreparable.
